SENECA FINALLY WINS THE DAY 


For more than an hour after 7 o'clock last 
evening the Rush street bridge was closed 
and~Bridgetender Charles Allen was power- 
jess to opén it. The whistles of steamers 
caught in the blockade were being continual- 
ly sounded, and a pandemonium was kept up 
during the time. ! 

It was all occasioned by the efforts of two 
propellers each to reach the Burlington docks 
at Sixteenth street before the other. They 
were the big freight boats Seneca and Arthur 
Orr. The Seneca, inbound from Buffalo ana 
Jaden with freight, was in tow of the tugboat 
T. T. Morford. It entered the harbor almost 
simultaneously with the Arthur Orr, which 
was partly loaded with freight from South 
Chicago and was in tow of the tug Gardner. 
Each Captain knew the destination of the

They entered the mouth of the river to. 
gether, the Seneca being on the proper in- 
bound course. It was certain the one that 
gained the Rush street bridge first would be 
given the choice of landimg at Sixteenth 
street, and a race resulted. Although the 
Seneca was more heavily laden than its op- 
ponent it made nearly as rapid headway. 

._ They reached Rush street bridge before 7 
o'clock, and Bridgetender Alien refused to 
open in response to the whistles. 


“Try to Force Their Way Through. 


The Arthur Orr was less than its length in 
advance of the Seneca, and was unable to get 
into the proper course up the river before the 
draw was reached. Neither vessel was 
stopped until the bow had struck the bridge. 
The Arthur Orr stood against the bridge at 
thesouth draw and the ’Seneca occupied a 
similar position at the north draw, and the 
structure was held from turning until one of 
the boats bad backed out.

The river became blockaded with boats, 
and they crashed into each other. One boat 
collided against the Arthur Orr, which again 
crashed against the bridge, swinging it a few 
feet. The street and docks were crowded with 
people who were awaiting the result. The 
William H. Woolf and the Mable Bradshaw, 
out bound, pressed in close to the bridge from 
the west before their engines could be 
stopped. (ther boats were soon congregated 
there, and they backed out with difficulty be- 
fore the bridge could open. 

‘Meanwhile the Captains of the two boats on 
the opposite side remained obstinate, Har- 
bormaster Moore was unable to influence 
them andeven the deckhands on each boat 
joined in the wrangling. They called each 
other names and threats were made. The 
bridgetender was accused of showing favor, 
although he was powerless to move his bridge.

New York, May 21.—([Special.]—The two 
angry gentlemen from Atlanta, Dr. Willis 
Westmoreland and Col. Daniel W. Roun- 
tree, who had an encounter Friday night in 
Abbey’s Theater, have both gone South.

WORLD’S FAIR RELIC AT THE CAPITAL, 


The Gigantic California Redwood Now an 
Object of Attraction. 

Washington, D. C., May 21.—[Special.]— 
One of the most’ attractive objects in the 
grounds of the Agricultural Department is 
the trunk of the gigantic redwood California 
cedar which was exhibited in the rotunda of 
the Government Building at the World’s Co- 
lumbian Exposition. The big trunk has been 
surmounted by a shingled roof,with windows 
facing north, south, east, and west, and itis 
used as an observaory by those who want a 
good look over the city. Only the bark and 
a portion of the wood of the tree remain, for 
the interior has been taken out to make 
room for a spiral staircase, the top step of 
which is thirty feet from Mother Earth. 
This big tree specimen was brought from 
Sequoia National Park when Secretary No- 
ble was at the head of the Interior Depart- 
ment, and is called Gen. Noble in his honor. 
It is twenty-six feet in diameter at the base, 
eighty-one and a half feet in circumference, 
and the tree before it was cut down meas- 
ured 300 feet high. Those who saw the big 
tree at Chicago would scarcely recognize this 
fepecimen now with its roof painted to con- 
form to the color of the bark, and made more 
compact and secure with strands of strong 
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notified. He reported the matter to Judge 
Randolph, who ordered Sheriff Evans and 
deputies to pursue and bring back the entire 
party if he could catch them within the limits 
of Lyon County.

He and a lawyer will then go to Oklahoma 
and have young Brady’ released on 
a writ of habeas corpus, after 
which the three will return to this city ana 
fight the battle over again. Mr. Bracly is in- 
dignant over his son’s iilegal imprisonment, 
andin aletter tothe attorpey says he will 
spend every cent of his wealth to punish those 
whoarein any way implicated in depriving 
hisson Henry of his liberty. As Brady is 
wealthy, being a full partner of Gen. John B. 
Gordon in the big cotton miils at Atlanta and 
having many more valuable property connec- 
tions, there will likely be some interesting law- 
suits before the matter ends. 

Young Brady insists that hedid not elope 
with the young woman. They were acquaint- 
ed, and just happened to be traveling on the 
same train together, when they were stopped 
at Exporia and arrested on telegraphic or- 
ders from Oklahoma. 


BANK AT SEATTLE FORCED TO SUSPEND, 


Merchants’ National Finds Itself Burdened 
with Too Much Real Estate. 

Washington, D. C., May 21.—Mr. Eckels, 
Controller of the Currency. today received a 
telegram stating the Merchants’ National 
Bank of Seattle, Wash,, had suspended. Ex- 
aminer Carson was put in charge. ‘The 
bank’s capital was $200,000, and at the time 
of its last report it had assets amounting to 
$635,000 and a surplus of $25;000. It is 
understood one of the causes of the bank’s 
failure was too great holdings of real estate 
and securities upon. which it could not real. 
ize. The bank was a government depository, 

The bank was incorporated July 21, 1890. 
In explaining the failure Angus Mackintosh, 
the President, said: **This misfortune is the 
inevitable result of hard times and the in- 
ability of the people to respond to the calls 
made upon them. The bank will pay all its 
obiigations, and our aim will be to call on 
our stockholders and not to go through the 
hands of a receiver. The stockholders will 
be able to recoup themselves from the as- 
sets as fast as they are able to realize on 
them. The bank may not reopen.”’

Powder Works Blow Up Near San Fran. 
ciscomProbably Caused by Chinamen. 
San Francisco, Cal., May 21,—A terrific re- 

port and concussion, which was distinctly felt 

all through the city and in towns around the 
bay for a distance of forty miles, was at first 
believed to be caused by an earthquake, but 
proved to be an explosion in the nitro- 
glycerine and mixing houses of the California 
powder works at Pinole, across the bay. The 
crew of the glycerine house, four in number, 
and the foreman of the mixing house, were all 
killed, as were nine Chinamen working in the 
latter department. The killed are as follows: 

DOUNE, D. A., of Pinole. 

JOHNSON, CLARE, foreman glycerine-house. 

MINAUCH, M., of Oakland.

NINE CHINAMEN. 

The explosion occurred in the nitro-glycerine 
house and was probably caused by the China- 
men dropping a can of the explosive. The 
cause cannot be definitely ascertained, how- 
ever, as all connected with the building are 
dead. There were 200 Chinamen in the ad- 
jacent mixing-room and at the sound of the 
explosion all ran, and the majority escaped. 
The force of the explosion was tremendous. 
Huge trees were thrown into the bay, a 
distance of half a mile, and  onitro- 
glycerine tanks weighing a ton each are 
now lying 500 yards distant from _ the 
scene. Hands, to2s, legs, and other parts of 
the mutilated remains of the dead are scat- 
tered along the road for a mile. The nitro- 
glycerine house tirst went up, then the mix- 
ing storehouse and gun cottun in the prem- 
ises followed. The nitro-glycerine house, of 
which not a vestige now remains, was a three- 
story frame structure 1,200 by fifty feet. It 
contained. 8,000 pounds of nitro-glycerine 
and 2,000 pounds of powder. A remarkable 
feature of the explosion is that although the 
store house containing 1,000 pounds of pow- 
der is completely wrecked its contents are in- 
tact. In all, 10,000 pounds of explosives 
went up with a roar and a sheet of flame.

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“NO SIGN OF GASCOGNE. 


OVERDUE FRENOH LINER NOT HEARD 
FROM AT NEW YORK, 


Officials of the Company Assert the Vessel 
Has Probably Taken a Longer Ronte to 
Avoid Icebergs=Ship Carries 95 Saloon 
and 409 Steerage Passengers—Friends 
at Paris of the People on Board Are 
Getting Alarmed=—General News from 

_ the Eastern Metropolis. : 
New York, May 22.—{Speécial.J—At 2 
o’clock this morning nothing had been heard 
of the French line steamship La Gascogne, 
now nearly three days overdue. It sailed 
from Havre May 11 and no report from it 
~has been received. Ordinary conditions 
prevailing it would have arrived here Sun- 
day. The company’s officials believe some 
part of its machinery has become disar- 
ranged. Even Agent Forget, who is natur- 
ally the most sanguine of all concerned, 
shook his head dubiously yesterday morn- 
ing and remarked: “I guess something has 


happened to the old ship.” 
Stormy weather is hardly mentioned by 


those most ifiterested in its safety, for the . 


reason that all recent incoming vessels trav- 
eling over almost the same course as La 
Gascogne report good weather as having pre- 
*vailed the entire distance across the Atlan- 
tic. The North German Lioyd steamship 
’.Fulda, which left Bremen, some distance to 
the eastward of Havre, La Gascogne’s sail- 
ing port, the same day as the Franch liner, 
May 11, arrived safely in port lst night 
after a pleasant passage uninterrupted by 
any bad weather. Some apprehension is 
also caused by the fact that icebergs are 
now numerous in the path of transatlantic 
wessels. The Fulda reports having passed 
May 17, in latitude 43.32, longitude 46.25, a 
huge mountain of ice towering fully: 200 
feet above the surface of the sea and 400 


feet long. 

The French liner’s officers are the same, 
with one exception, as those that were in 
command during its memorable passage end- 
ing Feb. 11, when it reached port after six- 
teen days at sea, having suffered two breaks 
in its machinery. The one not among its 
present list of officers is Chief Engineer 
Martine, who.won fame and honorable dec- 
oration by the French Government and the 

titude of thousands by his able perform- 
ance of duty on the occasion of its last mis- 
hap. Its officers are Commander Baudelon, 
Second Captain Masclet, Chief Officer Conti, 
Second Officer Piton, Third Officer Bande- 
gren, Chief ‘Engineer Lebars, promoted from 
second engineer; Second Engineer Gouverne, 
Third Engineer Vallin, Fourth Engineer 
Ledref, Purser Japhet, Assistant Purser La

- The Gascogne is scheduled to sail Satur- 
day, and all day the telephone was hot with 
inquiries as to whether it. would be able Lo 
meet its engagements or not. To these 

_questions the officials could give only one 
answer: *“* We don’t. know; it hasn’t been 
sighted yet, but we expect to hear of its ar- 
rival any moment.” 

The steamship State of Nebraska, which 
arrived at 11 o’clock yesterday morning from 
Glasgow by way of Moville, did not see any- 
thing of the overdue steamship, the Gas- 
cogne. Capt. Brown reported moderate 
weather, with light fog on the banks. 

Agent Forget said in the afternoon that 
La Gascogne was fitted with new boilers 
last year in order that its steam power 
might be increased. Originally its boilers 
stood a steam pressure of 150 pounds to the 
square inch. They were supplanted by boil- 
ers of 225 pounds pressure, which increased 
the strain on the machinery, which had not 
been changed, and increased the revolutions 
of the piston from fifty-three to sixty-two a 
‘minute, This the piston could not stand, 
and Jan. 26, two days after it started on its 
first. voyage with the increased steam power, 
its piston broke. That piston was taken 
out and a heavier one substituted, but the 
bearings are the same, and these, becoming 
overheated, may have swollen and the vessel 
had to lay to. 

In shipping circles they say they feel less 
enxiety for the Gascogne than if it were 
ome other steamer, because they have such 
implicit confidence in La Gascogne’s 
Captain and engineer, and yet the fact of the 


steamer having had a narrow escape so re-, 


cently makes them feel superstitious. 

8, May 21.—Inquiries made here at 
the offices of the Compagnie GeneraleTrans- 
atiantique show that La Gascogne, which 
sailed from Havre for New York May 11, 
and which is now about two.d'ys late, has 
on board 95 saloon passengers and 409 steer- 
age passengers. The officials of the French 
line are not in any way alarmed at the fact 
that La Gascogne has not arrived on time. 
In spite of this fact friends and relatives of 
Passengers on La Gascogne, after hearing 
the steamship was late in arriving at New 
York, began making inquiries at the office 
of the company. But they were reassured 
by the company’s officers, who reminded 
them of the previous experience of the 
steamship, assuring all inquirers that La 
Gascogne would soon be heard from and 
that there is absolutely no cause for alarm. 

St. Johns, N. F., May 21.—Nothing has 
been heard here of La Gascogne. Mariners 
think possibly it is embayed in the ice and 
unable to work its way through, or maybe 
bas struck a floating iceberg, There are 
great quantities of ice off the Newfoundland 
coast now. The steamer Ulanda upon its 
arrival here reported passing sixty large ice- 
bergs. The Allan Liner Carthaginian also 
met a good deal of ice. As easterly winds 
have been prevalent it is not improbable La 
Gascogne will make this port.

'VETUED BILL IS DEAD. 


GAS FRONTAGE MEASURE GOES [0 
THE PILE OF “DEADWOOD.” 


Lowenthal Introduces a New Measure and 
thé One Known as No. 618 Will Ke- 
main Where Altgeld Left It—Street and 
Hlevated Railroad Bills May Be Pushed 
Along, Veto Notwithstanding=—Ald, Mar- 
tin Madden in Springfield=County Civil 
Service Bill Out of Committee. 
Springfield, [Iil., May 21.—[Special. ]— 
House bill No, 618, know as the frontage 
bill, is-practically dead. It was passed by 
both branches of the General Assembly and 
sent to Gov. Altgeld, who returned it to the 
House with a veto. He embraced in the same 
veto his disapproval of Senate bills Nos. 137 
and 138. House bill No. 618 prohibited the 
granting of privileges to electric light and 
gas co:npanies by ordinance without the con- 
sent of the owners of the majority of the 
frontage of each block. It 1s now pending io 
the House, the question being as to whether 
or not it shall pass over the Governor’s veto. 
This morning Representative Lowenthal in- 
troduced the following measure: 
Tbe City Council in cities or the President and 
Board of Trustees in villages. and incorporated 
towns shall have no power to pass an ordinance 
granting to any person or corporation the right 
or privilege to lay any gas pipes for the distribu- 
tion of inflammable gas for fuel or lighting pur- 
poses, or to pass an ordinance granting to any 
yerson or corporation the right or privilege to 
ay in oron the ground, or string on poles any 
wirés, on, over, or by which electricity for light- 
ing purposes is to be used, converse. or distrib- 
aed to any street, alley. or public grounds in 
any such city, village, or incorporated town, 
except upon the petition of the owners of 
the land representing more than one- 
half of the frontage on the street 
or alley, orso much thereof asis sought to be 
used for the purposes above mentioned, or any or 
either of them; and when the street or alley or 
part thereof sought to be used shall be more than 
one milein length no right or privilege to lay 
pipes or lay or ae wires for lighting purposes 
shall be granted unless a petition therefor shall¢ 
be presented to the City Council of the city or 
Board of Trustees of the incorporated town in 
which such right or privilege is sought, signed 
by the owners of the land representing more than 
one-half of tho frontage of each mile and the 
fraction of a mile, if any, in excess of the whole 
miles, measur from the initial point named in 
such petition of such street or alley or of the 
part thereof sought to be used for the purposes 
above mentioned or either of them. 


No. 618 Will Go to the “ Deadwood.” 

The bill was read a first time and advanced 
to second reading. It will probably be read 
a second time tomorrow and will get to the 
Senate early next week. Many members of 
the General Assembly believe that House 
bill No. 618 was a litttle too stringent in its 
provisions. They thought the restrictions 
made by the law of the State respecting or- 


dinances for street and elevated railroads 


were all that could be reasonably asked, and 
that they would afford protection to property- 
owners on the one hand and the corporations 
that had acquired vested rights on the other. 
So soon as the new bill known by the name 
of its author gets through the House the old 
measure, No. 618, will be dropped and it will 
be permitted to go among the ‘* deadwood,”’ 

Representative Lowenthal, in explanation 
of his bill, said it was drawn by members of 
the House representing men who favored No, 
618 and others who believed No, 618 was tou 
drastic. His measure he believed was all 
that could be expected under the circum- 
stances, and he bad no doubt of its passage 
by the House by a handsome vote, Little, if 
any, opposition has materialized up to this 
time against this bill; It can be written toa 
certainty, however, that some of the inem- 
bers of the Chicago City Council will knife it 
if they dare. In that fact lies the danger to 
the measure. 

Senate bills Nos, 137 and 138, knoWn as 
the street and elevated railroad bills, were in- 
cluded in the same veto with House bili No, 
618. They are before the Senate, the ‘ques- 
tion being whether or not they shall pass over 
the Governor’s veto. There isa decided dis- 
position to send these bills along, the Gov- 
ernor’s opinion to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. The discussion of this proposition is set 
down as a special order in the Senate to nor- 
row morning. From present indications the 
matter will be still further postponed. One 
of the curious features of fight against 
Nos. 137 and 138 lies in the fact that no pe- 
titions or remonstrances against them have 
come from individual property-owners whd 
would in the main be affected thereby. 


Martin Madden on the Ground, 


Ald. Martin Madden of Chicago is here, 
ostensibly making a battle for the establish- 
ment of civil service amoog the employés 
within the jurisdiction of,Cook County. Ald. 
Madden has been known on several occasions 
today to express his condemnation of Nos. 
618, 137, and 138. Congressman-elect 
Lotimer is with him. Lorimer has, so far 
as known, made no expressions of opinion 
regarding these bills. The kick against the 
surface road bill originated with the City 
Council and with the road controlled by ex- 
Congressman Larry McGann. The McGann 
road isin a fight with the South Division 
railway company, and it was a noticeable 
fact that a man occupying an exceedingly 
friendly rélationship with MeGunn and an 
appointive office of first degree under Gov. 
Aitgeld spent a good deal of time in and 
around the Governor’s office while Nos. 137 
and 138 were before his Excellency. 

There is no end of talk: about these vetoes 
and their effect. Judging by events of the 
last few days the question as to whether or 
not they were availabie for campaign pur- 
poses must have been considered. A gentle- 
man here who belongs to the Altgeld Cabinet 
has within the last few days been sending out 
to conventions, called to select delegates to 
the silver convention, resolutions to be in- 
dorsed thereat. The object of thisis to get 
the resolutions as near uniform as possible, 
so us to have greater weight in the main con- 
vention. The principal resolution is on the 
silver question, but a clause is tacked on in- 
dorsing Altgeld for his veto. This shows 
clearly the desire of the Democrats to make a 
little buncombe out of the. matter. Altgeld 
wants torun for Governor again, strange as 
it may seem, and his appointees are clamor- 
ing for him to ailow the use of his name for 
that purpose, 


The Conventions Don't Indorse. 


It will be remembered that two years ago, 
when both branches of tlie Legisiature were 
Democratic, Altgeld was not so *“ bloomin’ 
free’’ with his vetoes, He killed an appro- 
priation or two and the vaiued policy bill, 
which declared that in theabsence of proof of 
fraud the face value of all fire insurance 

licies must be paid in case of loss. The 

epublicans have both branches of the Legis- 
lature now anc the Governor is exceedingly 
lively in his criticisms of\ the work of the 
General Assembly. This fact has set many 
people to thinking. So far as can be learned 
not a single county convention in Illinois held 
up to date has come out flat-footed and in- 
dorsed John P. Altgeld. The Sangamon 
County convention held today, boused by 
Adjt.-Gen. Orendorff and Ethan Alien 
Snively, refused to stomach the Altgeld reso- 
lution unless it was amended so as to include 
the entire State administration. The amend- 
ment was accepted and Gov. Altgeld’s friends 
are chagrined to find they could not secure 
his individual indorsement and let it go at

PRESIDENT HEALY GAINS A POINT, 


He Gets a Favorable Committee Report on 
County and Service Bill. 

Springfield, IIL, May 21.—[Special.]—Dan 
Healy, President of the Board of Commis- 
sioners of Cook County, accompanied by 
Commissioners Struckman, Kunstman, and 
Ritter, Ald. Madden, Ald. Mann, Congress- 
man Lorimer, and “‘Kitt’’ Gould arrived. this 
morning in the interest of the bill for the es- 
tablishment of civil service among the em- 
ployés appoifited by the County Board of 
Cook County. The delegation was much di- 
vided. Struckman, Kunstman, and Ritter 
didn’t want the bill; Healy, Mann, Lorimer, 
Madden, and Gould did, The bill has been 
the subject of a great deal of controversy 
and public opinion is by no means in accord 
as to its wisdom. Civil service in municipal- 
ities is at best an experiment, and thousands 
of people want to see the workings of the 
civil service law applied to the City of Chi- 
cago before its extension to a lot of minor 
clerkships, attendants at hospitals and in- 
sane asylums, and help in subordinate ca- 
pacities. The beneficiaries of the measure— 
the men who want to get the positions on 
the Civil Serviee Board and to assume the 
control of the machine—are for it, of course. 
The bill came up this afternoon before the 
House Committee on Civil Service Reform 
and was indorsed by a viva voce vote. Rep- 
resentative Lowenthal spoke for nearly an 
hour in denunciation of the measure. Pre- 
vious to this Lowenthal asked the committee 
to listen to the Commissioners from Cook 
County who were here in opposition to the 
bill. The committee refused to grant the re- 
quest,and the gentleman from the Third took 
the floor. Lowenthal said the bill applied 
to about thirty clerks and twenty skilled me- 
chanics, and all the rest of the people comin 
within its jurisdiction were laborers, attend- 
ants, and scrub-women. Lowenthal called 
attention to the peculiar provisions of the bill 
by the terms of which the President appoints 
the Commissioners and can remove them at 
his own will. He asserted that 550 out of the 
600 people within the provisions of the bill 
could be employed and removed by the Pres- 
ident of the board without the intervention 
of the Commissioners. Thése were but a few 
of the points made by Lowenthal. He would 
have consumed the remainder of the after- 
noon in shooting holes through the bill, but 
he was mowed down by the previous ques- 
tion, and the bill, which was not read in com- 
mittee at all, was ordered reported favora- 
bly to the House, where it will meet with a 
lively fight. 

Gamblers Will Fight for It. 

Before this week is out the friends of the 
Harlem and Hawthorne race tracks will 
make a determined effort to get the Hum- 
phrey racing bill advanced in the House. The 
measure is in the House Committee on Live 
Stock and Dairying. It has not been con- 
sidered at any of the meetings of the gom- 
mittee since it was referred. The friend@o*t 
the bill think they have a majority of the 
committee and will bend their energies to- 
ward geting it out this week. It will proba- 
bly be amended by the elimination of the 
clause allowing foreign books and limiting 
the time of racing to forty-five days. Noth- 
ing that human ingenuity can suggest will 
be withheld in the interest of this bill, The 
gamblers must get it. Without it they can- 
not run. And they will promise anything 
and everything on top of earth to accomplish 
this result. The committee meeting, when 
it is called, is likely to be largely attended, 
and its proceedings will be watched with 
interest. 

An error in telegraphing last night in some 
unaccountable way twisted the name of 
‘ Billy ’ McCarthy into * Bull’ McCarthy. 
William F. McCarthy, one of the Represent- 
atives from the Fifteenth Senatorial Dis- 
trict, was the man referred to. There was 
no intention to hold ‘* Billy "’ McCarthy up 
to ridicule, because he is deserving of all the 
good words that can be said abouthim. He 
comes from Speaker Meyer’s own district, 
which is Democratic, and he and Meyer to- 
gether carried the district, beating a Demo- 
crat. He is a careful, painstaking legisla- 
tor, giving pafticular atention to the aa- 
vancement of the interests of the city he in 
part represents. 

In the House Mr. Kaiser by unanimous 
consent introduced a bill to appropriate 
$10,000 in aid of the expedition organized by 
Frederick A. Cook for the exploration of the 
Antarctic circle. 

Mr. Walleck asked leave to introduce a 
resolution, but there were objections and 
it was not read. The resolution was one in- 
structing the Judiciary committee to report 
his bill removing the $5,000 limit upon the 
amount of damages which a jury may award 
for the death of a persen from the negli- 
gence of another.

Blackwell Claim Killed Again. 

Mr. Needles called up on the order of sec- 
ond reading the bill making appropriation 
for the Normal University at Normal and 
to provide for the conveyance of forty acres 
of land to Julia A. Bakewell. The bill as 
it came from the Appropriations committee

The bill was 
then advanced to third reading with the 
Bakewell provision stricken out.

THURMAN CRITICISES CARLISLE. 


Says the Secretary’s Speech Is a Copy of One 
John Sherman Has Often Made. 

Columbus, O., May 21.—Allen ‘W. Thur- 
man, Chairman of the Democratic State 
committee, on being asked today what he 
thought of Secretary Carlisle’s speech, said: 

“To all those who are conversant with 
the history of the subject it is simply laugh- 
able to think that the great Secretary of the 
Treasury, in defense of the administration 
and sound money, has been compelled sim- 
ply to make the same speech that has been 
made by John Sherman each year for the last 
twenty years.

There seems 
to be,no doubt that cases involving this ques- 
tion will be brought before the court as soon 
as possible. The importers who find the 
duties on the goods they import raised by tho 
law, and the whisky men with the internal 
revenue tax increased, may join together to 
test it, while the manufacturers who find the 
reduction of duties in almost every schedule 
of the law interfering with the sale of their 
ucts, will probably combine to fight the 
sariff law. It can be seen that such com-

a first glance it appeared as if the state- 
ment made by Chief Justice Fuller that 
the decision did not invalidate the 
law would preclude such acontest. How. 
ever, the dissenting opinions of the four 
Justices which brought this point up, Har- 
lan’s particularly, together with the belief of 
many eminent lawyers that if the exemptions 
of rents, personal property, and municipal 
bonds invalidatei the other parts of the in- 
come tax, because those sections would not 
have been passed ae they were had it not been 
believed the tax would stay as an entirety, it

. and the other internal revenue s¢hedules, be- 
cause such schedules were prepared in line 
with the income tax and duties were lowered 
because of the expected revenue from’that 
tax.

HASTINGS IS CHARGE D’AFFAIRES. 


He Receives His Credentials as Repre 
ative of the Hawaiian Republic. 

Washington, D. C., ‘May 21.—Frank P. 
Hastings today presented to the State De- 
partment his credentials, which had just 
been received, as Chargé d’Affaires. The 
official mail from Honobulu arrived this 
morning, and soon thereafter Mr. Hastings 
went to the State Department. Mr. Hast- 
ings was very reticent as to the instruc- 
tions received, but it is known he was com- 
missioned as Chargé. The department had 
expected that Mr. Hastings would be com- 
missioned as Minister, as reports to that ef- 
fect have been current, and he is distinctly 
persona grata with the authorities here. 

The Hawaiian newspapers which came to- 
day contain announcements of Mr. Thurs- 
ton’s recall and a wide range of comment 
thereon. The tone is conservative, how- 
ever, and there is an avoidance of sharp 
criticism... The suggestion that Mr. Willis 
will be given his passports as a retaliatory 
step is *vigorously disclaimed, and Mr. Wil- 
lis’ satisfactory service at a time of many 
embarrassments is pointed out. The state- 
ment is made that if Frank Hatch is made 
Minister at Washington Mr. Thurston may 
accompany him as head of a Hawaiian Bu- 
reau of Information. 

No reference is made to the project to re- 
store the Queen, as was given in a recent 
sensational report from San Francisco. The 
government authorities are on the alert, 
however, for a reported filibustering expedi- 
tion led by some of thosé who were expelled 
for participation in the recent rebellion. 


NOTES FROM THE NATIONAL CAPITAL, 


Rosbery’s Government Bows to Dictation 
from Certain Canadian Politicians. 

Washington, D. C., May 21.--Advices from 
Victoria, B. C., say that contrary to gen- 
eral belief the British government favored the 
position of the United States and not that of 
Canada as to the sealing of arms on vessels en- 
tering Bering Sea during the closed season. 
But the desire in London to continue the former 
rule was stubbornly combated at Ottawa by 
political influences which finally prevailed in 
London, although it was with extreme reluctance 
the authorities there yielded to the Ottawa view. 
This has made the negotiations embarrassing as 
between the United States and Great Britain, as 
the government has recognized the justice of 
the United States’ position, although con- 
strained by circumstances to Accept and urge 
the political policy desired at Ottawa.

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KICKAPOO INDIAN RESERVATION. 


The Kickapoo Indian Reservation, shown by 
the shaded portion in the accompanying map, 
lies due east of Oklahoma City and is about 
eighteen miles in width from east to west and 
twenty-six milesin length. It contains about 
200,000 acres of farming land, 24.000 acres of 
which are occupied by resident Indians. It is an 
exceedingly fertile tract and well watered by the 
North Fork and Deep Fork Rivers and their 
numerous’ branches. The .most prolonged 
droughts have never dried up these streams. In 
addition a number of clear, sweet springs are 
found throughout the country. The reservation 
is well timbered, oak, elm, walnut, and cotton- 
wood be the most common varieties. The 
land is well adapted for all kinds of farming. 
The bottom lands are broad and very fertile, the 
soil varying in depth from three to ten feet. The 
Indians have for years raised good crops without 
other labor than planting the seed. The reserva- 
tion lies in the same latitude as Arkansas and 
Tennessee, and has a climate well suited for the 
cultivadon of varicus fruits and berries. Red 
sandstone is found in considerable quantities. 


Jim was enlightened as to the true state of 
affairs today and has called his council to- 
gether tonight to decide upon future move. 
ments. All are well armed aud well supplied 
with ammunition. 

All of Okiahoma is now experiencing a 
drought such as has never been known be- 
fore. The farms which have heretofore 
yielded bounteous crops will this year pro- 
duce nothing, and thousands of acres that 
have never before failed now show no signs 
of giving up their riches. The land 
to be opened Thursday can  pro- 
duce nothing this year to tide 
the setler over the winter. On the whole the 
outiook for the bhomeseekers is exceedingly 
discouraging. Immediately after the open- 
ing the Governor of Oklahoma will issue a 
proclamation offering the school lands in the 
Kickapoo Reservation for rent. The allot- 
ments of the Kickapoos have already been 
leased, two syndicates having secured the en- 
tire amount at an annual rental of 25 cents 
per acre. The Town of Olney is already 
projected, 


WILL HAVE SURVEYS MADE TODAY. 


D. 8S. Taylor to Explain to the Council Com- 
mittee About His Proposed Gift. 

How long the ordinance of the Calumet 
and Blue Island railroad company will be 
allowed to slumber on the files of the City 
Council has not been announced. Its friends 
and its enemies were sure it would be taken 
up Monday night, but no move was made in 
that direction. Douglas 8. Taylor, the South 
Chicago property-owner who is heading the 
fight of the East End contingent against the 
granting of the ordinance to the railway 
company, is not a bit discouraged by the ref- 
erence to the Committee on Wharves and 
Public Grounds of his proposal to give a 
piece of land to the city on condition that 
the railroad be shut out. He will have sur- 
veys made today of the entire piéce of land 
included in his donation with surroundings, 
giving the lake level along the property, and 
will go before the committee and explain all 
about his gift and why he wishes to make it. 

The allegation was made yesterday that a 
trust deed was held against the property 
which would prevent Taylor from giving a 
clear title of the proposed grant to the city. 
Consequently the property could not be con- 
veyed to the city free of incumbrance, and 
just what was meant by Taylor’s offer to 
the Council was not apparent to the Alder- 
men to whom the fact was made known. 
Corporation Counsel Beale was: asked 
whether the fact that a trust deed was held 
upon the property in question would affect 
its transfer to the city, to which he replied 
that it depended very largely upon the 
wishes of the person who held the deed and 
that a clear title in his opinion could not be 
given the city without incumbrances.

MAY SOON BREAK UP. 


EASTERN FREIGHT POOL IN A RATH- 
ER SHAKY OONDITION, 


Bulk of the Business Being Carried by 
Lines South and South west of Chicago 
Grand Trunk Likely Soon to Withdraw 
from the Pool as Well as from the Cen- 
tral Traffic Association—Managers of the 
Lake Line Pool and Western Roads Still 
at Outs. 


There are indications of a speedy disin- 
tegration of the Eastern freight pool. The 
east-bound roads from Chicago are begin- 
ning to see the futility of trying to enforce 
a pool from this city when the roags from 
other Western junction points are ham- 
pered by no restrictions and allowed to cut 
rates to their hearts’ content. Shipments 
from and via Chicago to the East are steadi- 
ly falling off both by all-rail and by: the lake 
lines. Owing to the much lower rates of- 
fered by the routes East from Peoria, St. 
Louis, and other junction points South and 
Southwest from Chicago the bulk of the 
business is going that way. ‘ 

The managers of some of the Chicago east- 
bound roads have become so alarmed over 
this state of affairs that cash payments in 
settlement for shortages to lines having 
failed to carry their allotted percentages 
are refused. The Grand Trunk is now about 
47,000 tons short of its allotted percentage 
and demands an immédiate settlement. lt 
would require nearly $100,000 to make g00d 
the Grand Trunk’s shortage. There is little 
prospect that the company’s shortage will 
ever be made good. The refusal of some of 
the roads which have carried more than their 
allotted percentage is based on the claim 
that the Grand Trunk’s percentage is much 
higher than it is really entitled to and they 
demand that before settling the Grand 
Trunk’s percentage be cut down. The Grand 
Trunk people, on the other hand, claim 
that their percentage is no bigger than it 
gee “. ea that their shortage is due to 

persistent cutting of rates 
the Vanderbilt ieee. eg oman 

They are now convinced of having made a 
most serious mistake in joining the trunk 
line pool and submitting to the demands of 
the trunk line managers, thus forfeiting the 
good will of their Chicago patrons.. Before 
it joined the Eastern trunk line combination 
the Grand Trunk enjoyed the good will and 
confidence of Chicago shippers in an ex- 
traordinary degree and in consequence se- 
cured as much business as any of the Chi- 
cago east-bound lines. The mistaken policy 
pursued by the Grand Trunk management 
is responsible for the dissatisfaction among 
the English shareholders and the retirement 
of Sir Henry Tyler from the Presidency. 
The Englishmen conceived the idea that the 
Chicago extension of their road is a burden 
to the main line, while in fact, if the right 
policy had been pursued, it would be the 
most remunerative of the Grand Trunk’s 
branches. In order to regain the lost pres- 
tige at Chicago the Grand Trunk managers 
are now considering the advisability of 
severing their alliance with the New York 
lines and resuming the independent position 
the Grand Trunk occupied in former years,

LAKE LINE POOL STILL STUBBORN. 


Refuses to Make an Equitable Arrange- 
ment with Western Lines. 

Although a strong effort was made yester- 
day to fix up the trouble between the West- 
ern railroads and the managers of the lake 
line pool there is no immediate prospect of a 
settlement. Ever since the formation of a 
pool by the lake transportation lines the 
Western roads running to Chicago have 
been badly discriminated against. Former 
prorating arrangements with the Western 
lines were refused by the lake lines at Chica- 
g0, while at Lake Superior ports and Lake 
Erie ports (Toledo and Cleveland) old ar- 
rangements remained in effect. Asa result 
the Chicago lines were compelled to make 
local rates to Chicago which made an ad- 
vance in the through rate of 2% cents. 
About two weeks ago a conference was held 
in this city at Chairman Midgley’s office be- 
tween the representatives of the Western 
roads, the managers of the lake transporta- 
tion lines, and Comissioner Goddard of the 
Trunk Line Association. The advisability 
cof making a more equitable arrangement 
for the interchange of business between those 
lines was considered, but the offer made by 
the lake and Kastern trunk line combination 
was not satisfactory to the Western roads. 
Since then lake business has considerably 
fallen off, which has made the lake transpor- 
tation lines a little more tractable, and at 
vesterday’s @onference they offered to allow 
the Western lines a division of 36 per cent of 
the through rate at Chicago and of 25 per 
cent at Lake Superior ports. This offer was 
declined by the Western’ roads, which de- 
manded 38 per cent at Chicago. The meeting 
broke up without having accomplished any- 
thing.

WHEAT CLOSES FIRM.

OOUNTRY BUYING OHEOKS AN EAR- 
LY BREAK IN FUTURES. 


July Wheat Sells from 741-8 Cents Down 
. to 71% Cents—Damage Reports Are the 
Worst Yet Received—Big Cash Business 
Announced Late in the Day—C losing Quo- 
tations the Highest on the Present Ad- 
vance—fRig Selling of Corn by Receiving 

Houses—Arrivals of Hogs Heavy. 

July. wheat closed at 73%c last night, this 
being the highest closing price recorded on 
the present advance. The net gain for the 
day was \4c, in face of the e\ ident efforts of 
a clique of bear professionals to break the 
market. it' was generally understood that 
an attempt would be made to engineer a 
shake out and possibly too many people got 
in shape forit. Just at the opening the mar- 
ket showed weakness, selling at 72%a7T5c. A 
flood of outside buying orders came in and 
the market went up in short order to 74'«c. 
On the other side there was the heaviest kind 
of selling, in which Schwartz-Dupee were 
‘conspicuous. The market began to decline, 
and at 72%c a lot of stop orders were struck 
‘which caused a sharp break to Tlic. Peo- 
ple who have been playing for reactions 
pointed to the action of the market as bear- 
ing out their theories, No great amount of 
wheat could be bought at the bottom price, 
and July went up on another wave of out- 
side buying. The most sensational damage 
reports. so far received came in yesterday 
and every commission house had them in 
abundance. : Dispatches from Missouri, 
Southerh Illinois, Indiana, and Kentucky 
confirmed. and emphasized previous state- 
ments as to destruction of wheat. There 
was a great deal of taik of damage by frost, 
but this does not seem to have as much ef- 
fect on the trade as the announcement of 
damage by insects. A prominent reaping 
machinery company was quoted as stating 
that a great many of its orders for machin- 
ery from territory tributary .to St. Louis 
have been canceled. Statements regarding 
damage in Indiana were of the most radica! 
character. The Northwest complained of 
frost damage and was represented in the 
volume of outside buying. . Oxilvie, the Can- 
ada miller, was quoted as saying he does not 
look: for a crop in Manitoba, and is buying 
September wheat in Duluth. The South- 
western markets nearest to the damage cen- 
ters were strong. 

High Prices for Cash Wheat Elsewhere. 

Wright-Haughey had a telegram Stating

PLANS FOR FINANOING THE NORTH- 
WESTERN ELEVATED, 


Columbia Construction Stockholders to Un- 
derwrite the Securities Work on the Ele- 
vated Railroad Has Commenced—Stock 
Market Is Strong—Stocks in Scant Sup- 
ply—Plans for Keorganizing the Alley 
Klevated—Masonic Temple Earnings Fall 
Off Sharply—Stronger Sterling. 

Stockholders of the Columbia Construc- 
tion company yesterday received a circular 
signed by Secretary F'urbeck calling a spe- 
cial meeting to be held June 18 ‘“‘to consider 
the question of underwriting the securities 
of the Northwestern Elevated railroad com- 
pany necessary to complete the entire road, 
and such other matters pertaining thereto 
as may come before the mecting.”’ 

This means that the lines are now formu- 
lated upon whieh the financiering of the 
Northwestern El@vated enterprise is to be 
carried through. The Northwestern Elevat- 
ed railroad company was organized with an 
authorized capital stock of $15,000,000, anda 
mortgage was created authorizing the bond 
issue of $15,000,000. The Columbia Construc- 
ion company was organized to build the 
road. The construction company had a 
capital of $2,000,000, and all of that was sub- 
ecribed for and paidin full, incash. A short 
time ago stockholders of the construction 
company were offered the opportunity to 
subscribe to $2,000,000 of the Northwestern 
Elevated bonds at 4), with a bonus of 10 per 
cent of the stock of the elevated company. A 
plan will now be brought forward and pre- 
sented to the stockholders at the meéting 
June 13 which will cover the financing of the 
entire Northwestern enterprise. Officials of 
the company said yesterday that it was not 
yet definitely determined just how many se- 
curities will be issued, but it is the plan of 
the management to put out no more bonds 
than are actually necessary to construct the 
road, It isevidentiy the plan to havé the en- 
tire cost of the road covered by the proceeds 
of the bonds, however. It is probable that 
the total amount of stock issued will corre- 
spond with the issue of bonds, although it 
was said yesterday that no definite decision 
on that point had been reached. The actual 
work of construction began Monday. A 
gang of men has started at the northern ter- 
minal to put in foundations, and the work is 
to be pushed as rapidly as possible, Officials 
of the Northwestern company are enthusias- 
tic over the character of the structure which 
is contemplated. There are to be four tracks 
for a distance of about six miles, afd the ex- 
perience of the other elevated railroad com- 
panies, it.is declared, will furnish valuable 
experience, and many mistakes which those 
companies have made will be avoided, to the 
great profit of the Northwestern enterprise. 

The stock market was again strong yester- 
day, though only moderately active. The 
supply of stocks does not seém to be large 
just at present, and it requires advancing 
quotations to bring them out. West Chica- 
go closed Monday at 125; it advanced yes- 
terday to 125% and closed at 125%. North 
Chicago was even stronger. It sold up to 
2574 and closed at 2ZS7 regular. Miscellan- 
eous stocks were strong but not active. The 
elevateds held steady. 

The recent activity in Rapid Transit stock 
has led to renewed talk about a reorganiza- 
tion of the property, There still seems to be 
wide divergence of views among the large 
holders and a lack of definiteness in the pres- 
entation of any plan. One of the large hold- 
ers of the stock and a financier of notable 
ability in reorganization affairs said yester- 
day that nothing stood in the way of quickly 
reorganizing the property but the fact that 
there seems to be no one with a definite plan 
and with the strength of purpose to attempt 
to putit through. His idea of a reorganiza- 
tion plan is that the stockholders are to be 
assessed $1V0a share, the first mortgage bond- 
holders to cancel two-years’ coupons, and 
the second section bondholders cancel three- 
years’ coupons. 

“I believe such a plan as that could be put 
through inside of thirty days,”’ said this man, 
“if the large securityholders would really 
make up their mind to it and some one would 
take the initiative and make a strong fight. 
The bondholders would agree to make that 
sacrifice if they saw that the needed exten- 
sion of the road would be built and they 
would. be reasonably sure of their income 
after the reorganization. The stockholders 
could be forced to accept it, for they could be 
given the aiternative of having their equity 
entirely wiped out by foreclosure or coming 
inimmediately. There would be no difficulty 
in forcing through such a reorganization 
plan if a few of the principal people inter- 
ested would agree toit. I believe some one 
will be found to take up the matter and the 
property will be put on a solid foundation.”’ 

As against that view other large holders 
are of the opinion that nothing can be done 
until the six months’ period of default is 
passed, They say there can be no hope of 
putting through a voluntary assessment, 
and foreclosure proceedings must be insti- 
tuted which will be long drawn out because 
of the different views of the first section 
and second section bondholders as to just 
the lien of the securities. It has been said 
that Col. Wolcott, who is expected here 
within a few days, will come prepared to 
take some vigorous measures in the direc- 
tion of a reorganization, but that statement 
is denied by some of the insiders, who say 
Col. Wolcott is only coming to inspect the 
Metropolitan road. 

The report of the Masonic Temple Asso- 
clation, published in this column yesterday, 
does not make a favorable comparison with 
the operations endihg April 30, 1894. The 
report just completed shows a total income 
of $256,401, against $307,516. While the 
income has decreased about $55,000 the 
expenses have increased and stand at $195,- 
780, against $194,100 last year. These ex- 
penses include the interest on the bonds, 
so that the net income left after déducting 
them is the income applicable to the stock. 
That total stands this year at $60,621, 
against $113,416 last year, a falling off of 
nearly half.

RECEIVER APPOINTED FOR THE NEW 
YORK BOWERY FIRE, 


Motion Made on the Part of the Directors

New York, May 21.—[Special.]—Juflge Mc-

temporary receiver for the New York Bow- 
ery Fire Insurance company in proceedings 
for a dissolution of the corporation. The 
motion fora receiver was made on the part 
of the directors. The Bowery Fire several 
monihs ago reinsured its bifsiness with 
the Palatine and retired from the insurance 
field. The Palatine has found that the Bow- 
ery is unable to comply with the terms of 
the reinsurance and now wishes to cancel 
the deal. 

There are three new’ Lloyds forming here, 
all of which are reported to have a substan- 
tial list of subscribers. Twoare expected to 
be ready for business June 1, They are the 
Bankers’ and Merchants’ and the New Jer- 
fey Protection Lloyds. The names of the 
subscribers and attorneys will be made 
known in a few days. The other Lloyds or- 
ganizing is being formed by John G. Dor- 
rence, who was formerly connected with the 
Guarantee. and Accident Lloyds. 

Since Bradstreet’s has written to all o* 
the individual underwriters of the various 
Lloyds of this city asking each if they were 
a subscriber to certain Lloyds and what was 
their liability there are reports of with- 
drawals of some subscribers who found that 
they were liable for sums beyond their 
knowledge. The inquiry by Bradstreet’s 
was brought about by the expesure of the bo- 
gus list of subscribers of the American Fire 
and Marine Lloyds. 


INSIST ON DISTRIBUTION FORM. 


Kansas Packing Houses Will Have This 
Regulation Enforced Hereafter. 

The Sunflower club of Kansas has urged 
upon the companies writing in that State 
the necessity of insisting upon the use of 
the distribution form in ‘writing on packing 
houses and packing house plants in that 
State. This action was taken because of a 
tendency of owners to give the stock com- 
panies specific lines on the least desirable 
sections and the reserving of the best part 
of the risks for mutuals and Lloyds in which 
they*have a personal interest. It is not like- 
ly the owners of plants will in future be 
able to secure specific insurance in stock 
companies, which does not give them a fair 
distribution of liabilities on the best por- 
tions of the risk. 


AGENT MUST PAY $10,000 LOSS. 


Failed to Cancel Policy on a Sawmill and 
He Is Held Kesponsible. 

Harry J. Russell, local agent for the 
Northern of England at Honesdale, Pa., was 
directed by his company to cancel a policy 
for $10,000 on a sawmill. He neglected todo 
so and a fire caused a total loss. The com- 
pany carried the case into the courts and a 
decision has just been rendered which makes 
Mr. Russell responsible for the loss. The 
courts have held on more than one occasion 
that an agent who failed to carry out the in- 
structions of his company ina matter of this 
kind became responsible for any loss that 
May result.

I: will be simply impossi- 
ble, however, to clean some of the macadam 
streets. It is a fact that in some places the 
streets are covered by nine inches of solid 
mud and ali that is leftis a good solid bot- 
tom.

: Superintendent of the Street and Alley 
Cleaning Bureau Rhode also said that the 
work wou.d be pushed. Supt. Rhode has 
charge of the cleaning of all ine streets and 
Ol the removing of garbuge, and al<o clean- 
ing thealieys. The wiadow of his office faces 
on the alley between the County Building and 
tne City Halli, and from that window there is 
a good view of a iarge pile of refuse of various 
kinds on one side of that alley while the other 
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He did not believe the contractors could be 
compelled to clean the macadam streets of 
the city, and swid the large street-sweepers 
would ruin those streets. 

“It is, without doubt, impossible to hold 
the contractors down’ to eleaning these 
streets,” he said. ‘* The cost would be large. 
the contractors claiming it to be worth $150 
amile. I think, however, that is stretched to 
& great extent and the actual cost would be in 
my estimation no more than $70 a mile. 
the contracts allow these men $18.50 a mile 
forcieaning the streets, and of course this 
cou'd not include these macadam streets. 
lhey say they wili sweep them with the Jarge 
Sweepers, but that would simply ruin the 
streets. Men are already at work on some of 
these streets, and things will be pushed for- 
ward right along now.”’ 


What the Federation Is Doing. 


The streets and alleys in the business center 
are going tw be ciean the coming summer. for 
the Civic Federation has determined they 
shall be so. In less than three weeks Madi- 
son street and State street will be as clean as 
any streetin America or Europe, and they 
will be so until Nov. 15. 

The Civic Federation last Monday intrust- 
ed thit difficult and important task to H. G. 
Seifridge, E. C, Gillette, and Gen. Joseph 
Stockton and work was delayed a day by Mr, 
Gillette’s inability. to serve. But Mr. Sel- 
fridge was authorized to fill the vacancy, and 
atter taking a day to think of it selected J. 
W. Brooks Jr. to fill the vacancy. The three 
inake an ideal team and will be heard from 
in short order. Important work was done 
yesterday by Mr. Seitridge without waiting 
fora full committee, He spent an hour of 
two at the City Hall corre:ating his work with 
that of the City Governiment in the same tield. 
The object was to see whether the city and 
the Civic Federation could employ the same 
contractors harmoniously, and whether the 
Civie Federation couid rely on the active co- 
operation of the City Government, and espe- 
cialiy of the Police Departinent. 

Mr. Selfridge tirst called on Mayor Swift, 
and then in compuny with him visited Com. 
inissioner Kent and Chief of Police Badenoch. 
All three of these officials were in hearty syin- 
pathy wita his mission, and together they as- 
sured him that the city government welcomed 
the aid of the Civic Federation and would use 
its whole power in every department to make 
the scheme for the reclamation of the down- 
téwn streets a complete success. This was 
everything that Mr. Selfridge could ask, and 
he could do no more until ne calls his com- 
mittee together, which he will do at noon to- 
day. He came away from the City Hail fee'- 
ing confident that a great reformation in Chi- 
cago life was at hand. Toa reporter for Tue 
TRIBUNE Mr, Selfridge said: 

Streets Will Be Thoroughly Cleaned. 


“That settles it; the streets and alleys 
north of Van Buren street at least are going 
to be clean the whole summer. They ure nut 
going to be clean simpiy, you know, but re- 
inarkably and pertectiy clean. People are 
going to have their eyes Opened. The police 
are with us, you understand, and they are go- 
ing to make examples ofa few peopie. If 
anybody throws trash down in a street of a’- 
ley he is going to get into troubie right away. 
He will probaly pick it upagain or get a ride 
in a patrol wagon. Of course we wi.l have to 
include the alieys, for the dirty atleys are as 
offensive tos got and as injurious to stock as 
the dirt of the streets. It wili wake the con- 
tract a heavy one, but we can stand it. We 
not only have the Mayor, the.Commissioner 
of Pubiie Works, and tne Chief of Police with 
us, but we have, what is almost as essentia’', 
the sincere and cordial syinpathy of the con- 
tractors, John S. Cooper & Co., whoare in 
love with the scheme and promise moderate 
charges and a kind of work that will astonish 
the people. 

** We will proceed at once to get the esti- 
mates of the contractors and to apportion the 
amount between all the stores, according to 
the numver of front fee. Then we will make 
an appeal for voluntary subscriptions for the 
amounts apportioned. We have good reason 
to believe that the assessments wili be so low 
that every property daner or -torekeeper wii! 
find it to his interest tu encourage the work.

Removal of Garbage. 


Dr. Odelia Biinn read an interesting paper 
Monday before the Women’s Medical Society 
on the removal and disposition of the city’s 
garbage. She advocated the using of cable 
car lines as a@ means of transporting garbage 
and street sweepings. 

‘*] wish the Council might see its way clear 
to hooking one or two freight (or snow) 
cars toa grip,’ she said, “‘and iaden with 
their obnoxious louds be conauctred to their 
dumps at the extreme timits of our city, 
easily accessible by cable and capable of 
‘moving on’ as encroachinent of habitations 
threatens. There should be several dumps ior 
each section of the city. Each shovld be 
complete in crematory. water and shed, the 
latter to serve as shelter for horses, men, and 
tools, and for such work as can be d »ne under 
cover, as Washing tools, garbage vessels, cars, 
etc. The gathering of garbuge should be 
done at night. The city traftic is arrestel 
near midnight and does not begin 
again until 6 o'ecvock a. m. This is 
the time when the work of street 
and garbage cleaning -houid be done. House- 
keepers and business houses will soon learn 
to place their metal .vessels convenient for 
emptying. The same army of men which 
sweeps tne streets, auginented if uecessary, 
couid do ail this work. They’ copld be di- 
vided into gangs and every part’ of the city 
made ciean while most of the people are 
asleep and outof the way. The same army 
of men cau drive the sweepers, pile ‘the loose 
dirtinto heaps, empty the garbage baskets 
into the cars, and shovel in the dust as 
they move along, and everything put 1n order 
by 5 o’ciock each mnornmg.”’ 

If this were dune, Dr. Biinn said. the 
streets would be free of garbage and dirt 
wagons during the day, and the men would 
not be hampered in their work. The great 
size of the city and the immense crowus ona 
its streets during tnd dzxy' made it necessary 
for all street sweepiug. if-it were to be well 
done, to be dong at night. Not until this 
was Gone would Chicago have clean streets 
and aileys.

Mayor Swift Has Chosen His Civil Service 
Commissioners. 

Mayor Swift will send the names of the 
Civil Service Commissioners to the Council 
Monday night for confirmation, providing 
the man he has selectei for third place ac- 
cepts. He has made ‘up his mind as to the 
three members of the board, but only two 
have been notified.’ Both have accepted.

‘FKANZ VON SUPPE, THE COMPOSER, DEAD, 


He Expires at Vienna, Austria, in His Sev- 
enty-fifth Year. 

Vienna, May 21.—Franz von Suppé, the 
musical composer, is dead. 

[Franz von Suppé was born at Spaiato April 
18, 1820. Heisof Beigian descent. His taste 
for music developed eariy. At 11 he learned the 
flute, at 13 harmony, and at pro-

duced a mass in the Franciscan church 
in Zara. His fathery however, had other 
views for him and sent him to the University of 


Padua. But his musical inoctinarions could not 


be downed, and he learned from Cuigali and 
Ferari, ana wrote incessantly. After his father 
died his mother settied in Vienna. where 


Franz joined her and eventually obtained a 
post as musical director at the Josephstadt 
Theater. This was followed by better engage- 
ments. His iast engagement was at the Leopold- 
stadt Theater in the Austrian Capital. His 
work as an orchestra conductor was 
ap exce.lent practice and he gradually 
arose to better thiners. In 1844 he composed a 
* Sommernachtstraum,”’ founded on Shakespeare. 
‘* Der Kramen und sein Commis” followed. In 
June. 1847, he was at the Theater an der Wien 
and brought out a piece, ** Das Madchen vom 
Lande."’ which met with pronounced success. 
In 1858 a singspie!, “Paragraph 3,"’ spread 
his name into North Germany. and from that 


time a stream of pieces flowed from his pen. He 
composed two grand operas, 165 farces. come- 
diettas, and vandevilies, as well eusamass. The 
only pieces of Von Suppé’s known outside of 
Giermany are “ Fatinitza,”” produced first at 
Vienna Jan. 5. 1876, and “ Boccaccio,” 
which Was tirst given in the Com. 


edy Theater, London, April 22, 1882. The over- 
ture to ** Dichter und Bauer,” the only one of his 
overtures known in Engiand. is his moat popular 
work! abroad, sirce it has been arranged for no 
jess than fifty-nine ditferent combinations of in- 
struments. 


DEATH OFA NOTED WOMAN PHYSICIAN, 


Dr. Mary H. Thompson of Chicago Hospital 
for Women and Children, 

Dr. Mary H. Thompson, head physician 
and surgeon of the Chicago Hospital for 
Vomen and Children, Paulina and West 
Adams streets, died yesterday at 5a. m. af 
her residence, No. 638 Jackson boulevard, 
aged 66. She was taken ill last Sunday morn- 
ing with eerebral hemorrhage, and the at- 
tendant physicians soon after pronounced 
recovery. impossible. As late as Saturday 
she was in her usual heaith and in the active 
uischarge of her duties at the hospital. 


Mary Harris Thompson was born in Wash- 
ington County, New York, in 1820. She was 
educated at.Fort Edward Institute, West 
Poultney Academy, and the New England 
I"emale Medical Academy. Becoming fasci- 
nuted with the study of surgery she then en- 
tered the New York Infirmary for Women 
and Children, where she studied and worked 
under Dr. Elizabeth Blackwell. In 18638 she 
came to Chicago, and under the direction of 
the Rev. Dr. W. H. Ryder began a charita- 
ble pyactice among the poor families of the 
soldiers absent in the army It was while so 
engaged that she originated and realized the 
idea of establishing the Chicago Hospital for 
Women and Children. The Hospital Asso- 
ciation was formed in+J’ebruary, 1865, and the 
hospital itself was opened May 8.

It 
then moved back to West Adams and Pau- 
lina streets, where it still remains. During 
all this time Dr. Thompson was the house 
physician and enjoyed an enviable profes- 
sional reputation. In 1870 she originated the 
Women’s Medical College as an annex to the 
hospital. Dr. Thompson was the inventor 
of a surgical needle now highly esteemed by 
surgeons all over the United States. The 
funeral will be arranged after the arrival of 
her relatives, and the burial will be in Chi- 
cago.

St. Joseph, Mo.., May 21.—[Special.]—Ada 
and May Wolfenberger, aged l6 and 10 years 
respectively, daughters o f the proprietor of 
the Midway Hotel of Oregon, disappeared 
Friday last under mysterious circumstances. 
Yesterday a fisherman using a seine in the 
Missouri River brought up the body of the 
eldest girl and the indications are the body 
had been in the water two or three days. 
The arms of the girl were pinioned behind 
her and her limbs were bound together with 
a strong cord.

‘In 
His Name’”’ is the title of a painting valued 
at $1,000, loaned by the artist, Vanderpool 
of Chicago, and it was on the strength of 
this work that he secured membership in 
the American National Academy last year.

THEY VOTE FORTHE DEATH PENALTY, 


Michigan Senators Favor It and It May 
Become a Law. 

Lapsing, Mich., May 21.—| Special. }|—The 
Smalley biil, providing death by hanging for 
murder in the first degree when recommend- 
ed by the jury and affirmed by the trial 
Judge, passed the Senate tonight by a vote of 
19 to 12, after a debate lasting over seven 
hours. It was the intention of the opponents 
of the bill to talk it to death, their program 
being to occupy the floor until the friends of 
the bill would yield, fearful other important 
legislation would fail for lack of time to con- 
sider it before the day of final adjournmment. 
The former slippea a cog in their attempt to 
yield the floor to one another and the order of 
the previous question stopped the debate. It 
is be ieved that the oil: stands an even chance 
of passing the House. It passed this body 
last year but was killed in the Senate. 

The House passed a bill liniting demur- 
rage and switching charges in certain cases, 
and, although the measure was passed bya 
large majority, it was today recalled from the 
Senate ior the purpose of killing it. The Rob- 
inson bill reducing the rates of fare on the 
Upper Peninsula roads from four to three 
cents per mile, which received only tventy- 
four votes last week, was taken up and passed 
by a vote of 53 to 19. 

The Donovan bill requiring rai roads to 
sell interchangeabie miieage books goo: for 
any members of the purchaser's family was 
tabled by tne Senate pending investigation as 
to its constitutionality. The bill was given a 
substantial majority in the House. 

DOCTORS MEET AT SPRINGFIELD. 
Interesting Session of the State Medical 
Society. 

Springfield, IIl., May 21.—The forty-fifth 
annual meeting of the Illinois State Medical 
Society conyened here today for a three 
days’ session. There wasa light attendance 
it Central Music-Hall when the President, 


Dr. Daniel R. Brower of Chicago, called the 
association to order. The morning session 
was given over principally to a discussion of 
topics bearing on the practice of medicine 
and therapeutics. The practice today was 
compared with that of fifty years ago, and 
the suggestion was raised whether or not 
the profession had gone too far in utterly 
discarding bloodletting and the use of calo- 
mel. Inthe afternoon the society met in gen- 
€ral session, and after the transaction of un- 
important routine business the morning's 
work was resumed. 

Dr. R. W. Graham of Chicago, Chairman - 
of the Committee on Legislation, reported 
that three bills fathered by the society pro- 
viding for the changing of the law in rela- 
tion to expert testimony, the establishment 
of an asylum for epileptics, and amending 
the law in relation to the sale of poison had 
been introduced. He said little had been done 
with the measures, but as there are 138 epi- 
leptics now in the feeble-minded institution 
at Lincoln and there is plenty of ground 
there, he thought the Legislature could be 
induced to erect an institution there for epi- 
leptics. 

This evening Dr. Brower, President of the 
society, delivered an entertaining lecture on 
**Some Abnormalities of Physical Confor- 
mation Observed in Criminals,’’ which was 
illustrated by forty-five stereopticon views. 


FIRST SHUT DOWN IN MANY YEARS. 


Elk Rapids Iron Company’s Furnace Out 
of Blast. 

Elk Rapids, Mich., May 21.—[Special.]— 
The Eik Rapids Iron company’s furnace has 
gone out of blast. This furnace hae run con- 
tinuously for twenty-two years. Two bun- 
dred men are thrown out of employment. 
There is over $300,000 worth of iron in the 
yards. 

« Marquette, Mich., May 21.—[Special.]}— 
The Marquette ore trimmers have killed the 
goose that laid their golden eggs. Ore trim- 
mers at all ports have been. paid by the ton 
for trimming vessels ever since the transpor- 
tation of ore was commenced. Even at two 
and a half cents aton it amounted to a tax 
of over $40,000 on the ore shipped from 
this port alone last season, or about $100 a 
month for each one of the trimmers no mat- 
ter how many vessels he worked on, provided 
that he'was always on hand ready to work 
if wanted, the trimmers’ pool dividing the 
earnings on that plan. In the recent settle- 
ment with the vesselmen, by which the Duluth, 
South Shore and Atlantic took charge of the 
trimming here, the vesselmen stipulated that 
a second foreman should be put on, claiming 
that one man could not attend to the work 
day and night. The foreman has been 
given one man’s share. The railroad com- 
pany reappointed Dwyer, last year’s foreman, 


and appointed John Reardon as _ the 
second foreman. The trimmers today 
refused to work, declaring that they 


would not stand two _ shares ng 
takea out for foremen, theugh the additional 
man would mean only a little over 25 cents a 
week each man, General Manager Fitch im- 
mediately ‘‘fired’’ all trimmers from the 
docks and advertises in the morning for men 
to do trimming at $2a day. This will surely 
cause serious trouble unless; the men are wise 
enough to secure an immediate settlement of 
the difficulty by conceding te the company’s 
demands, and may resultin revolutionizing 
the ore trimming business at ail the iron 
ports by substituting day laborers for the ton- 
nage rate, 


WIDDICOMB MANTEL CO, FAILURE 


Bondholders Press for Payment of Inter- 
est and Cause Foreclosure. 

Grand Rapids. Mich... May 21.—The Michi- 
gan Trust company. as tr stee for the bond- 
holders o: the Widdicomb Ma>tel company, 
took possession of the plant and all property 
belonging to the mantel company tonight, 
and the factory will be closed until some 
arrangements can be made to better secure 
the bondholders, About 250 meg will be 
thrown out of employment. The mantel 
company issued the bonds, amounting to 
$100,000, in 1893, to be paid in install- 
ments, $10,000° per year. The first install- 
ment was puid, but the second has been 
passed and the interest is defaulted. The 
mantel company is capi alized at $100 O00, 
and has assets estimated at $175,000 to 
$200,000. Floating debts about $42,000, 
It is not in any way connected with the Widdi- 
comb Furniture company.

strike were to be taken into consideration. 
Thus Breanan was held back, when if he had 
been left alone he would have handled the 
trouble with the force at his command. In 
this way Hopkins temporized until the de- 
struction of property assumed such propor- 
tions that the President was forced to take 
the matter in his own hands and send the reg. 
ular troops to the city. No one who knows 
Maj. McClaughry will doubt that this is the 
true version of the affair and that all the vio- 
lence and destruction of property which took 
place here last summer were due solely to that 
pestiferous deinagogue, John P. Hopkins, who 
lately fled to Europe, leaving behind him a 
legacy of boodie, corruption, and civic dis- 
honesty unparalleled in the municipal records 
of the United States outside of Taimntany in 
its worst days.

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THE INCOME TAX DECISION, 

Chief Justice Fuller does not say in his 
opinion that the General Government cannot 
constitutionally raise money by means of 4 
tax on incomes. He and the four Justices 
who made up the majority of the court de- 
clare that while the incomie tax law of 1804is 
unconstitutional, it isso simply beeause not 
apportioned according to representation of 
the several States in Congress. Had it been 
thus apportioned.on population of the States 
it would have been in accordance with the 
Constitution. The Chief Justice says: 

Cannot Congress, if the necessity exist of rais- 
ing thirty, forty, or any other number of millions 
of dollars for the support of the government, in 
addition to the revenues from duties, im posts, 
and excises, apportion the quota of each State 
upon the basis of census, and thus advise it of 
the payment which must be made, and proceed 
to assess ‘that amount on all the real and per- 
sonal property, or the ircome of all persons iu 
the State, and collect the same if the State does 
not in the meantime assume and pay its 
quota and coliect the amount according to its 
own system and in its own way? Inconveuiences 
might possibly attend the levy of an income tax, 
but that it is apportionable is hardly-denied, al- 
(uough it is asserted that it would operate so un- 
equally as to be undesirable. 

Unquestionably this can be done, Sup- 
posing the General Government needed $35,- 
600.000 of revenue in addition to what it re- 
ceived froin other sources, and decided to 
collect it by means of a tax on real and per- 
sonal property, or on mcomes, When that 
sum was apportioned according to representa- 
tion the contribution of each State would be 
$100.000 for each of its Congressmen. Illi- 
nois, having twenty-two, would have to pay 

2,200,000, or about one-sixteenth of the 
whole. Indiana with thirteen Congressmen 
would pay about $1,300,000. Nevada, 
Wyoming. Idaho, and Montana $100,000 
each, New York about six.miilioas, etc. 

If a State knowing how much was expected 
of it preferred to raise that sum through its 
own taxing machinery and pay it into the Na- 
tional Treasury the Federal authorities would 
notobject. ‘They would be saved that much 
trouble and expense. When the State did the 
collecting itself it could use different methods 
from those the General Government might 
resort to. The latter might exempt from tax- 
ation when it did the collecting as much prop- 
erty as it proposed to by the law of 1804. 
The State is not obliged, however, to follow 
the rules the General Government might 
prefer. On this point the Chief Justice says: 

Figures drawn from the census are given show- 
ing that enormous assets of mutual insurance 
companies, of building associations, of mutual 
savings banks, dnd large productive property of 
ecclesiastical organizations are exempted, and 
that the exemptions reach so many bundred mill- 
ions that the rate of taxation would perhaps 
have been reduced one-half if they had not been 
made. 

We are not dealing with the act from that 
point of view; but assuming the data to be sub- 
stantially reliable, if the sum desired to be 
raised had been apportioned, it may be doubted 
whether any State which paid its quota and col- 
lected the amount by its own methods would or 
could under its Constitution. have allowed a 
large part of the property alluded to to escape 
the taxation. 

If so a better measure of equality would have 
been attained than would be otherwise possible, 
since according to the argument for the govern- 
ment the rule of equality is not prescribed by 
the Constitution as to Federal taxation and the 
observance of such a rule as inherent in all just 
taxation is pureiy matter of legislative discre- 
tion. 

Therefore, when Congress meets in Decem- 
ber it can, if money is needed and it prefers 
that way of raising it, pass a law providing 
for the collection of thirty-five millions or 
any other number of millions by an income 
tax, and apportion the sum to be raised ac- 
cording to each State’s representation in the 
House of Representatives, Then the States 
can raise and pay over their quotas themselves, 
or if they do not prefer todo so the General 
Government through its own officers and ma- 
chinery can ascertain the total income of the 
citizens of each State. Havingdone that it 
will be easy to ascertain what Virginia, Ilii- 
nois, Indiana, or Georgia incomes must 
pay in order to raise the part of the tax ap- 
portioned to the State. 
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THE VALIDITY OF GOLD CONTRACTS. 

‘Coin’ saya with great indignation that 
the silver purchase law of 1878 * authorized 
and sanctioned notes, bonds, and mortgages 
to be taken payablein gold only. This dis- 
criminates against all our other forms of 
inoney, and allows the creditor to dictate that 
his credits shall be payuble in gold.”’ 

The clause to which he refers says that the 
new silver dollars to be coined ‘shall bea 
legal tender at their nominal value for all 
debts and dues, puvlic and private, except 
where otherwise stipulated in the contract.”’ 
‘Lhe law created a new kind of legal tender 
money—silver dollars—and it provided that 
the creditor might specify which kind of legal 
tender he wanted to be paid in, if he had a 
preference. if he specified gold coin or 
greenbacks he could insist on payment in 
~ that currency. 

If.there is anything in that language which 
is objectionable to ** Coin ’’ he should call his 
eminent iree silver friend, Mr. Bland, to ac. 
count for it. For the bill as originally intro- 
duced in the House in 1877 by that cham- 
pion of free coinage contains that clause 
guaranteeing the right of free contruact—the 
right of lender and borrower to make a spe- 
cific agreement as to what a loan shall be re- 
paidin. Atthat time Mr. Biand did not see 
anything wrong in allowing the parties to a 
contract to specify the particular kind of cur. 
rency which should be used to satisfy it, or in 
ailowing a stipulation to be made for payment 
in a specified quantity of bullion, wheat, or 
any other commodity. 

Even if the wcrds in questicn had not been 
inserted in the actof 1878 parties would 
have had the right to make contracts stipn- 
lating for paymen t in something besides silver 
dollare. In view of the decisions of the Su. 
preme Court those words are mere surplus- 
age. The contracts which are made in in- 
creasing numbers providing for payment in 
go.d coin of the present weight and fineness, 
orinso many grains or pennyweights of 
gold, would have been enforced by the courts 
even if these words, ‘except when otherwise 
stipulated in the contract,”’ were not to be 
found in the statute books. 

The case of Bronson ve. Rodes was deciaed 
at the December term in 1868. Prior to the 
wara mortgage had been made payable in 
“ gold and silver coin.’’ The debtor offered 
an equivalent number of doilars in legal ten- 
der notes. Chief Justice Chase said in his 
opinion: 

A contraet to pay a certain number of dollars 


in gold is, in legal import, nothing else than an 
t to deliver a certain weight of standard 


agreemen 
gold, to be ascertained by a count of coins, each 
of which is certified to contain a definite propor- 


tion of that weight. It is not distinguishable, as 
wo think. in principle, from a contract to deliver 
an equal woigbt of bullion of equal fineness. It 
is distinguisbable in circumstance only by the 


fact that thé sufficiency of the amount to be ten- 
dered in payment must be ascertained in the 


cast of billion by assay and the scales, while in 
the ease of coin it may be ascertained by count. 
. « « There wore two descrip tions of money in 
ns@at the time the tender under consideration 
was made. both authorized by law, and both 


made legal tender in payments. . ; Con- 
tracts to pay in either were equally sanctioned 


by law. 

Therefore the debtor was required to pay 
what he had agreed specifically to pay. In 
another case decided at the same term the 
court said: 

The obvious intent in contracts for payment or 
delivery of coin or bullion to provide against 
fluctuations in the medium of payment warrants 
the inference that it was the understanding of the 
parties that such contracts should be satisfied 
only by tender of coin, while the absence of any 
express stipulation as to description in contracts 
for payment of money generally warrants the op- 
posite inference of an understanding between 
parties that such contracts may be satisfied, be- 
fore and after judgment, by the tender of: any 
lawful mouey. 

These decisions have never been reversed: 


Because of them lenders or persons who sei] 
property on time are stipulating for payment 
in so many gold dollars, each of 23 1-5 
grains, or in so many pennyweights of gold, 
And each of these contracts takes one bor. 
rower or buyer out of the ranks of the free 
silverites, for he has nothing to gain bya drop 
to a silver standard and 50-cent doilars. Coin 
would like to see all such contracts satisfied 
by payments made in half-value silver dollars, 
but that cannot be done. Congress has great 
power, but it cannot dictate to a man what 
he shall sel! his land or his goods for. Itcan- 
not say to him that he shall take his pay in 
something he dces not want to be paid in- 
Nor can it take a specific contract he has 
made and remodel it. His right to make con- 
tracts, as long as they are moral ones, will be 
defended by the courte against possib.e at- 
tacks by Congress. 
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, PLEDGED TO CLEAN UP. ' 

The Common Council by a vote of 44 to 13 
has ordered that not only the block paved 
but the macadamized streets shall be kept 
clean. Asa matter of fact neitner are kept 
clean.  Property-owners on macadamized 
atreets have no reason to complain of dis- 
crimination. The biock paved streets are as 
filty as theirs and some of them have not been 
swept in overa year. The Mayor says the 
streets shall be cleaned. The Cotumissioner 
of Public Works says he is working as hard 
as he can to get them cleaned. The Superin- 
tendent of the Street and Alley Cieanirng 
Bureau says he has notified the contractors 
that they must live up to their contracts. The 
Civic Federation is going to heipin the good 
work, It has appointed a committee to take 
the matter in charge, and it proposes to make 
a contract for the sweeping of all the streets 
in the business section north of Congress 
every night, and for the maintenance of a 
patrol system during the day. Asthis can 
be done for a very small assessment on 
property-holders, the scheme should be a: 
practical one, The merchants of Buffalo and 
San Francisco in a similar manner keep 
their business streets clean, If they can do it 
Chicago merchants can. 

With the Mayor, the Council, the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, the Superintendent 
of the Street Cleaning Bureau, and the Civic 
Federation united in the effort to clean the 
Streets it will be remarkable if they are left 
in their present disgraceful condition for any 
length of time. It will not be enough, how- 
ever, to clean the streets. They must be kept 
clean all the time. A mere spasm of indus- 
try for a few weeks will do no good. Orders 
to contractors will be ineffective if those 
contractors are not reinforced by the police 
authorities. Nine times out of ten the existence 
of a filthy street argues that there are filthy 
residents on that street who care nothing for 
itg,condition and who prefer filth to cleanli- 
ness. The only way to reach these hogs is 
through the police, and if the Mayor expects 
to carry out his pledge he mu-t not only se- 
cure faithful work on the part of the con- 
tractors, but he must go into partnership 
with Chief Badenoch. The Mayor trust not 
only keep his eye upon the inspectors and the 
inspectors keep their eye upoa the contractors 
but the Chief of Police must issue stringent 
orders to his lieutenants and keep his eyes 
upon them. The hogs are everywhere—on 
the palatial residence streets as well as the 
business streets and in the slums.  Res- 
taurantkeepers, saloonkeepers, shopkeepers, 
street fakers and peddlers, fruit stand and 
flower stand operators, housekeepers, and 
even the city dumpers of garbage are com- 
bined in the effort to keep the streets and 
alleys filthy. These filthy persons can only 
be estopped by vigilance on the part of the 
police. They should be instructed to arrest 
every person on sight caught throwing paper, 
litter, or garbage into the alleys or streets, 
They should be further instructed whenever 
they find litter near a house to notify the 
occupants toclean it up, and to tell them 
peremptorily that if the offense is repeated 
they will be arrested. The contractors and 
inspectors can do a great deal, but their ef- 
‘forts will be useless if they are not helped by 
the police. ‘The first and most important 
factor in the solution of the problem of clean 
streets and alleys is to produce the conviction 
in the minds of filthy human hogs that they 
cannot maintain a public nuisance with im- 
punity, and there is no other agency but the 
policeman who can produce that conviction. 
Contractors may clean day and night, but the 
hogs will keep ahead of them if the police do 
not interfere. 


NO SUBMISSION TO GAS EXTORTIONISTS, 

The Judiciary committee reports to the 
Council that— 

It is very evident that the gas companies, com- 
prised in the gas trust, are now very anxious to 
avoid the force and validity of the agreement of 
June 17, 1891, for the purpose of escaping the 
reduction in the price of gas as called for by that 
agreement, and your committee is of the opinion 
that it is necessary that the city shall insist upon 
the performance by the gas trust of the condi- 
tions imposed upon the several gas companies 
endeavoring to avoid said agreement, but various 
of the officials connected with the city itself 
seem to assume that the said agreement is not of 

, binding force on che ground that the city cannot 
enter into a contract requiring an appropriation 
beyond any current fiscal year. The attempt to 
avoid this agreement ought not to be submitted 
to, and the city should insist that the price of 
gas shall be reduced to the citizens. In the opin- 
ion of your committee the attempt to invalidate 
the gas agreement is simply a step in the direc- 
tion of a rise in the price of gas, and if the said 
agreement shall be declared invalid on the part 
of the city there will be nothing to prevent the 
present owners of the gas companies from put- 
ting the price of gas up to $1.25 or $1.50 per 
thousand cubic feet. 

The Council and the city authorities should 
stand by the committee and block any at- 
tempt of the gas companies to evade the ob- 
ligations of their contract of four years ago 
either by charging private consumers more 
for gas than they bound themselves to charge 
or by refusing to pay to the city the 344 per cent 
on their gross receipts, which they have paid 
pursuant to agreement. If any attempt is 
made by the companies to gouge the city and 
the people more than they are doing now the 
authorities must resist to the bitter end. 
They will have all the users of gas on their 
side and the courts also. 

Private consumers are paying now $1.10 a 
thourand feet for gas which it does not cost 
the companies over 30 cents to make and dis- 


tribute. That being the case, they will not 


| put up with avy attempt either to make them 


pay more than they do now’or to refuse them 
the promised reduction to dollar gas which 
ought to comé within the next two years, The 
companies may think they are bigger and 
stronger than the people. If so, they will 
discover they are mistaken, as the railroads 
did some years ago. The gas companies can- 
not play fast and loose with the city. They 
made their bargain in 1801 and if they do 
not live up to it the Legislature may inter- 
vene and say they shall be allowed to charge 
only reasonable rates, Then their prices 
would be reduced fully a half. 
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OUTRAGEOUS DECISION IN A LIBEL SUIT. 

Six years ago there was before the Wiscon- 
sin Legisiature a bill to amend the charter of 
the City of Oshkosh, which was passed by the 
Common Council. It was opposed by a Sena- 
tor named Buckstaff and was championed by 
an Assemblyman named Pratt, who had been 
Mayor of Oshkosh. Ataregular meeting of 
the Council the latter reported on the progress 
of the charter bill, and stated that “it was a 
bad state when a man like Senator Buckstaff, 
who was four-fifths of the time in a state of 
intoxication, shouid dictate to the Common 
Council what the charter amendments shall 
be,”’ 

The Oshkosh Northwestern published this 
statement asa part of the Council proceed- 
ings as a matter of news, but refrained from 
making any comments onit. The other Oash- 
kosh paper also published the sane report of 
the doings of the Council. After waiting 
until 1891 the indignant Senator began libel 
suits against Pratt and the two papers for 
making the remarks in question and for print- 
ing them. It is stated by the publisher of the 
Northwestern that he was told on several oc- 
casions by Buckstafi’s Jawyer that if he would 
pay $200 the suit would be dismissed. He 
declined to accept the proposition, believing 
that the publication was privileged. The 
euits against the other defendants were dis- 
missed for a pecuniary consideration. 

This year the suit against the Northwestern 
came to trial after many postponements. The 
defense admitted that the words complained 
of were published, but showed that they were 
a part of the report of the proceedings ol the 
Council. The plaintiff did not charge malice, 
but merely claimed that the publication had 
‘injured plaintiff's feelings and injured his 
reputation.” 

Judge Brunell, before whom the case was 
tried, overruied the plea of privileged com- 
munication, teiling the jury that— 

Evidence has been given as to what Mr. Pratt 
said before a meeting of the Council, evidence 
pro and con on one side and the other, but the 
court charges you as a matter of law that if Mr. 
Pratt did say before a Council meeting that Mr. 
Buckstaff was intoxicated four-fifths of his time, 
that is still no defense or justification to the de- 
fendant, because it is no defense to one who re- 
peats a slander that some one else has started, 
every person who repeats itis liable himself in- 
dividually, no matter where the slander origi- 
nated, 

Then the Judge proceeded to instruct the 
jury on the subject of damages, Said he: 

The damages are intended to repair the in- 
juries done. You are to consider the plaintiff's 
injured feelings and tarnished reputation, taking 
into account the nature of the imputation, the 
extent of its publicity, the character, condition, 
and influence of the parties, and all the sur- 
rounding circumstances. 

Therefore the jury returned a verdict for 
$1.250. The case has been appealed to the 
Supreme Court and that tribunal will have 
to decide whether a newspaper is to be pun- 
ished for making a faithful rerort of the pro- 
ceedings of a public body. That is all the 
Northwestern did. It made no editorial com- 
ments on what was said. It did not assume 
that the statements were true and moralize 
on them. It simply gave a colorless report 
of the newa. 

If the court should see fit to sustain the ver- 
dict in this case then the people of Wiscousin 
will be deprived of information as to what is 
going on in their City Councils and County 
Boards unless they attend in person, No 
paper will dare to print the discussions of one 
of those bodies unless they have been read 
over critically by a lawyer to see whether 
they are free fromm libelous matter or until 
all the allegations d¢ontained thercin have 
been verified. If a paper prints Council pro- 
ceedings without taking these precautions iv 
will be at the mercy of any man who pretends 
that his feelings have been wounded by some. 
thing that has been said and printed. The 
libel blackmailers will bein their giory. Of 
course the papers will be unable to stand that 
and they wiil have to quit printing the news. 
That will be unfortunate for the people, be- 
cause when publicity ceases corruption begins 
in all legislative bodies. 

It cannot be, however, that the Supreme 
Court will sustain this outrageous decision, 
which is as bad as those the English courts 
used to make during the last century, when it 
was an offense to print the news, even with 
good motives and for justifiable ends. The 
Supreme Court will make short work of this 
reactionary ruling and hold that the correct 
printing of tne proceedings of public bodies 
is privileged. 


FALSE PLEADING FOR WRONG, 

The Atlanta Constitution is pleading for a 
slump to the silver basis. It says that with- 
out any new law the government may lawful- 
ly pay its bonds, currency, and Treasury 
notes in either goid or silver at its own dis- 
cretion, and adds: e 

Some people pretend to think that it would 
burt our credit tf the government paid out silver 
as well as gold in redeeming its obligations. Yet 
the Bank of France at its discretion so pays out 
goid, silver, or paper, but it does not hurt the 
credit of France in England or anywhere else. 


The Georgia paper is trying to confuse 
things for the obfuscation of its readers, just 
as all the freesilverite papers and orators do. 
Its editor must know that the Bank of France 
is not the Government of France any more 
than the Bank of England is the Government 

-of Engiand. But the French Government 
long ago stopped the free coinage of silver 
and the bank of that country does not pay 
out any silver that is not rated as high in 
France as is the gold of equal nominal value. 
Consequently if the French bank should pay 
out to a party in Engiand alot of five frauc 
pieces it would be very easy for the Enzlish- 
man to convert that silver into French gold, 
the only cost of the operation being the expense 
of, transportation and that due to the 
delay of a few hours in effecting the conver- 
sion. If the silver five-franc pieces were 
worth oniy two and a half francs at home, 
being at a discount of 50 per cent there, such 
payment’ would not be attempted. Does the 
Constitution suppose the Bank ot France 
would attempt or think it could afford to 
attempt to liquidate its gold contracts in any 


| country with silver coins that would buy only 


haif as much as gold coins of the same nom- 
inalamount? The mere askimg of the ques- 
tion is sufficient to show that to make such an 
attempt would be fajal to the credit of the 
Bank of France in those countries; and, 
similarly, if a French citizen had a gold draft 
on the Bank of France the bank. could not 
afford to offer him in payment money worth 
only half the gold value of the draft. 

The free silverites persist in shutting their 
eyes to tne fact that their proposition is to 
pay only half of what they really owe and to 
use the government as an instrumentality to 
protect under the form of law what without 
that law would be so dishonest that it deserves 
to be branded as rank seoundrelism which 
ought to be punished by imprisonment Their 
proposition is that the government shalj 


| authorize them to pay 50 per cent of their ip- 


| debtedness and cancel the other 50 per cent. 


They talk and write as if they thought this 
scoundrelism can be legislated into honesty, 
that the government can “ lawfully depress 


‘the silver dellar toits bullion value*and re- 


duce the weights of the go!d coins one-half to 
muke them correspond in the debasement of 
the currency unit.”’ ‘“Coin’’ preaches this 
doctrine in his fake pamphlet. This is what 
they want to have done, and they demand it 
for the purpose of being able to cheat their 
creditors, Excent the handful of siiver 
minefs among them they can have no other 
motive than this, and it is undeniable that all 
the people in the United States who do not 
want to repudiate their honest debts are op- 
posed to the perpetration of this scoundrel- 
ism by act of Congress. 

The government may do—that is, it has the 
power to do—a great many things which are 
not honest, honorable, or necessary, and 
which would not promote the welfare of the 
people. It cut down the tariff in 1893, but 
even the Democrats will not now claim that 
the action has done good to the country; and 
an act t» authorize the administration to re- 
pudiate one-half of the governinent indebt- 
edness by paying out silver instead of gold 
woud not make such repudiation honest, 
The citizen who takes advantage of the forms 
of law todo wrong, who is no more honest 
than the law ailows, does not stand very high 
in the scale of morals and is to be uvoided as 
well as feared. The Constitution ought to be 
engaged in better business than in teaching 
such dishonest lessons to the people of Geor- 
gia when the great majority-of them would 
be vastiy injured by the cafrying out of the 
policy of semi-repudiation to which it seems 
pledged. It isa pitiable position to be taken 
by a newspaper the conductors of which want 
to have it recognized as a great one, an organ 
of the people.

LEAVE THE ARMORIES ALONE, 

Night before last the Council directed the 
Commissioner of Public Works to tear down 
the two armories onthe Lake-Fro.t—those 
of the Second Regiment and of Battery D. 
This is a most improvident order which 
should not receive thé approval of the Mayor. 

The removal of those two buildings at this 
time would be a great injury to the public in 
many ways. It would ‘deprive two excellent 
military organizations, which have done 
good service in the past, of their convenient 
quarters in the central part of the city. The 
battery saysit will have to disbandif it is 
evicted. The city does not propose to build 
ifanother armory and the organization is not 
rich enough to spendtwo or three hundred 
thousand dollars in buying land and erecting 
one, 

lf these armories are torn down the city 
will have to provide new quarters for one of 
its own fire engine companies and for the 
Central Detail police. Ifthe order of the 
Council 1s carried out the people will be de- 
prived of the use of alarge and convenient 


hail, in which they have been in the habit of , 


holding conventions and other political meet- 
ings. ‘hese armories, it will be seen, have 
served many public uses and the city cannot 
get along without them until substitutes are 
provided. 

The Council resolution does not contem- 
plate the erection of any for the city has.no 
money to build with. These structures are 
to be torn down to make room for the Lake- 
Front Park, but there is no money on hand 
now to makea park with, [If they are moved 
there will be simply two holes in the ground. 
‘They will be neither handsome nor useful, 

The city should not get into a destructive 
mood until it has decided finally how to im- 
prove the Lake-Front and has the money to do 
it with.

Stanley Waterloo, a well-known newspaper 

4 worker in this city, has done vainable service to 
the cause of sound eurrency in writing a pam- 
phlet entitled ‘* Honest Money,’’ or '* Coin’s Fal- 
lacies Exposed.”” He describes the fake “ Finan- 
cial School ” asa compound cf bad grammar, 
half facts, and utter fallacies, and correctly de- 
nies that any such school waa heid or any such 
corversations took place as are claimed by 
**Coin.” Then, in a series of conversations be- 
tween two old friends, he takes up one by one the 
points advanced in “Coin’s” fake pamphlet, 
showing the falseness of the statements and ab- 
surdity of the arguments made in that “ worse 
than worthless volume.”’ His illustrations are 
interesting, and some of them highly amusing, 
particularly where he parodies those of “ Coin.” 
Thus, his first blackboard sketch represents % 
as equaltothefamous “nit.” his picture of 
**Coin’s” school shows instructor and pupils each 
wearing a fool’s cap, his picture of the woman at 
the grocery store paying double prices for the 
family supplies, and his development of the free 
silverite idea that a shriveled arm or a wooden 
leg is as good as a sound one, are admirable. So 
also is the picture of a decrepit donkey branded 
by the United States as * worth $100.” 

Mr. Waterloo does not contribute much that is 
new tothe literature of the subject, and his 
treatment of the case from the standpoint of the 
farmer, one of the most vital »mportance, is in- 
ferior to the admirable one by Mr. Roberts in 
his “Coin at School.”’ But his seventh chapter 
contains material that will be new to many, and 
deserves a most careful reading. It deals with 
conditions in Mexico and China, which are free 
silver countries today, and with the results of 
money debasement in Sparta far back towards 
the heroic age of Greece. The author makeé his 
bonest money character quote freely from the 
writings of dead and living authorities to show 
that the allegations in * Coiu’s’’ pamphlet are 
utterly false and misleading, and hoe suggests 
that there are two ways of meeting indebtedness, 
most popular with the school to which ‘ Coin” 
belongs, though not named in the fake 
pampalet. One of these is to refuse 
payment altogether, and the other is 
to steal the amount requisite for such payment. 
In either case the debtur would come out 100 per 
cent ahead, while the relief promised by *“Coin”’ 
amounts only to about 50 per cent, and the moral 
strain in the two cases would not differ by any- 
thing like so much as that. The eighth chapter 
contains a short but sufficient exposure of the 
absurdity of the claim by ‘'Coin”’ that the total 
debts in the United States are 40,000 million 
dollars. The ‘‘estimate’’ that on the average 
each man, woman, and child in the United States 

owes $14 to the pawnbroker is an insult to the 
American people, and Mr. Waterloo might have 

denounced “Coin’’ in much stronger language 
than that actually employed for this and other 
lying perversions in “Coin’s’’ fake pamphlet.

MORE EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS IN ITALY 


Town of Spoleto Almost Wiped Out by 
the Disturbances, 

Rome, May 21.—Severe earthquake shocks 
were experienced yesterday evening at Spo- 
leto, a town situated on_en isolated hill 
about twenty-four miles nor h of Rieti, which 
is located about forty miles from this city. 
Aithough full particulars are not obtainabie, 
it is known much damage has been done and 
many houses have been injured. 
is connected across a deep ravine with a 
neighboring height by a bridge and aqueduct 
over 300 feet high, there are fears this struct- 
ure may have been damaged. Assistance has 
been sent to Spoleto from Rieti, and every- 
thing possible will be done to relieve the suf- 
ferers, The damaged town has a fine citadel, 
a cathedral,a Roman arch, the remains uf a 
theater, and other artiquities. Its popula- 
tion is about 7,000. 

Dispatches from Florence show the author- 
yties there are doing everything possible to 
repair the damage done by the earthquakes 
on Saturday last. The troops of the garrison 
have been actively employed ever since the 
disaster in succoring the sufferers in neighbor- 
ing towns and villuges, and the distress has in 
consequence been greatly lightened, A 
popular subscription is being raised for the 
relief of the suffering poor and the municipal- 
ities of the different towns and cities which 
have been affected by the disturbances are 
providing money to assist those who are most 
in need. ‘King Humbert has subscribed 
liberally for the relief of those thrown iuto 
complete destitution, and in many other ways

GERMANY TO ACT WITH. BRITAIN, 


New Feature of the German “ Internation- 
al” Bimetallic Agitation. 

Berlin, May 21.—The Lower House of the 
Prussian Diet today, by a vote of 157 to 92, 
adopted the motion of Dr. Otto Arendt urg- 
ing the government to take steps in favor of 
an international settlement of the currency 
question with the view of securing interna- 
tional bimetallism. The House also adopted 
anamendment proposed by Baron von Zed- 
litz, a member of the Privy Council. to the 
effect that Gertinany is only to act in the mat- 
ter in connection with Great Britain. 

Dr. Miquel, Minister of Finance, said the 
government’s standpoint had already been 
explained by the Chancellor, The govern- 
ment admitted the disadvantages arising from 
the depreciation in the value of silver and 
would endeavor to counteract them by inter- 
national negotiations. The Chanceilor, he 


added, was prepared to commence the nego- 


tiations forthwith, but did not consider it 
advisable to enter at that time iato the de- 
tailed proposals. nany case he thought if 
doubtful whether bimetallism would lead to 
an increased price of ce eals. Dr. Arendt’s 
motion was then adopted. 


RUSSIAN TOWNS WIPED OUT BY FIRE. 


Fifty Persons Perish and Many More In- 
jured in the Conflagrations. 

St. Petersburg, May 21.—There have been 
several fresh fires of a serious nature in va- 
rious towns. At Kobueden 200 houses have 
been destroyed by fire, and in Rushany 250 
houres had been burned. During these con- 
flagrations fifty persons were killed and many 
more injured. These fires have caused severe 
distress, 


EQUADOR REBELS CAPTURE MACHALA 


They Also Seize a Steamer Loaded with 
Grovernment Artillery. 

Panama, May 21.—Rafael Camano, ex- 
Chief of Police of Guayaquil, is a prisoner 
and in irons at Machala. A revolutionary 
party captured the steamer Sacre cff Puerto 
Bolivar, in the Province of Oro, and took all 
the artillery which it was carrying to fortify 
Machala for the government. Machala is in 
the revolutionists’ power. Col. Zanon Za- 
bando is besieging Puerto Viejo, capital of 
Manabi, eighty-five miles from Guayaquil. 

The rumor is current at Guayaquil that Dr. 
D. Luis Coxdero, the ex-President of the Re- 
pubiic; his Minister of Justice, R. Espinoso; 
and onevuf the members of his council, A. 
Cardenas, who were supposed to have been 
captured, are fleeing toward the Colombian 
frontier. 

Government troops assaulted the residence 
at Quito of the chief of the Conservatives, 
Camilo Ponce, and killed four servants, Gen. 
Bowen’s forees have proclaimed as their 
leader Gen. Aloy Alfaro. A _ revolutionary 
army is rapidly organizing in Santa Rosa, 
which is on the boundary line of Peru, The 
patriots are awaiting anxiously the arrival of 
Gen. Alfaro. It is believed he wili lead them 
to success. x , 

Buenos Ayres, May 21.—The popular 
opinion here is that Minister Mendonca is 
correct but undiplomatic in his statements 
about Uruguay aiding the Brazilian Revolu- 
tionists in Rio Grande do Sul. Fiery talk in 
favor of war covtinvues in the Brazilian Con- 
gress. 

The treaty of peace and friendd#hip con- 
cluded between Chile and Bolivia by which 
Chile cedes to Bolivia a small strip of territo. 
ry and a port on the Pacific midway between 
Iquique and Pisagua has been confirmed. 
Chile, in return, receives commercial advan- 
tages, and Bolivia thus becomes once more a 
country having an outlet for her commerce 
from the interior to the Pacific. 

Rio de Janeiro, May 21.—The papers have 
printed a list of narnes of those persons who 
were shot without atrial during the recent 
revolution. It includes many foreigners, 

The Uruguayan Minister has formally pro- 
tested against the insults to his country con- 
tained in President Moraes’ speeches to Con. 
gress. 


WELCOME COMING OF THE MONTEREY, 


Coast Defense Monster's Arrival at Callao 
Pleasing to the’ Peruvians, 

Lima, Peru, via Galveston, Tex., May 21. 
—[Copyright, 1895, by the Associated 
Press.|—The arrival of the United States 
coast defehse ship, the Monterey, at Callao, 
was welcomed here with great enthusiasm. 
This feeling is manifested in Lima at every 
evidence of friendship which the government 
at Washington extends to Peru. The Mon- 
terey is to stay at Callao until after the 
Presidential election in Peru, which is to 
cecur on the first Sunday in June, and if 
there are any outbreaks consequent upon 
the; election it will assist in preserving 
order. . 

The citizens of Lima express the feeling 
that if the Monterey had been in Peru during 
the recent revolution, when the revolutionists 
took possession of the city and fought in the 
streets, plundering many dwellings and leav- 
ing the deatl unburied in the streets for two 
days, its presence would have prevented the 
appalling siaughter, which paralyzed the 
forces of .the government and palsied Ameri- 
can interests and all commerce. 

The election in June is to choose a consti- 
tutional government to take the place of the 
provisional government, chosen through the 
intervention of the Papal Nuncio after the 
success of the revolutionists, Already indica- 
tions are shown of a retufn to a stable and 
permanent government, and American inter- 
ests show signs of reviving.

ANUTHER SEVERE VISITATION OUTS 
DOWN THE OROP3S. 


Fruit and Vegetables at Some Points in Ili- 
nois and Indiana Frozen<Keport of the 
Week by Government Agents in the Va- 
rious States as to the Condition of Grain 
and Other Crops—Wheat Not So Serious- 
ly Affected as at First Supposed=<Heavy 
Loss Felt in Nebraska. 

Fairbury, Ill., May 21,—[Special.]—An- 
other heavy frost visited this section last 
night, doing considerable damage to every- 
thing, it being coid enough to form ice of 
good thickness, The farmers are getting 
much discouraged, as that which the heavy 
frost had cut down last week was started 
nicely and now it has been cut worse than 
last week. 

Minonk, Ill, May 21.—{Special.]—Last 
night this region suffered from a freeze. 
Fruits are gone. Corn is again cut off to the 
ground in most p!aceg. 

Ottumwa, IiL, May 21.—[Special.]—The 
frost of the last few nights has done a great 
deal of damage to the market garden and 
grown crops. The loss throughout this coun- 
ty will be heavy. 

Fort Wayne, Ind., May 21.—{Special.]|—A 
heavy frost this morning destroyed nearly all 
the tender vegetation in this vicinity not 
killed by the three severe frosts of last week, 
In the low lanas corn, potatoes, peas, and 
beans are almost a total loss. Grapes, straw- 
berries, and other fruits are greatly damaged. 
The grapevines look as if scorched by fire, 
The leaves shriveled in the sun. Farmers 
and gardeners are discouraged, One extensive 
grape grower declares the climate is chang- 
ing and says he will go South.

In Irondequoit the 
mercury crept down to 24° and water in the 
punds and ¢reeks froze solid enough to hold a 
person’s weight, The cold weather has kept 
up in Rochester for over a week now and to- 
day was colder than any previous day. 


CROP REPORT FOR THE LAST WEEK, 


Exceptionally Cold Weather Has Brought 
with It Widespread Damage. 

The crop bulletin for the week ending May 

20 issued by the departmeat through the Chi- 


cago office says: 

Exceptionally cool weather of the last week 
has been unfavorable for most crops and wide- 
spread injury has been done by frosts, which 
have been general throughout the northern and 
cétitral portions of tue country and as far south 
asthe northern portions of Georgia, Alabama. 
and Mississippi. The damage to the grape crop 
has been especially heavy in New York and Penn- 
sylvania, and fruits generally have suffered in 
ali northern and central districts. Corn has suf- 
fered seriously; much repianting wiil be 
necessary; and where not injured by 
frosts its growth has been checked 
and the plant yellowed. Cotton has 
aiso suffered much from the unseasonably cold 
weather throughout the cotton region: ‘its 
growth has been retarded and cold nights havo 
killed a part of the crop in the Carolinas. and 
Georgia, rendering replanting necessary. Spring 
wheat is reported in excellent condition, and has 
not been unfavorably affected in North Dakota. 
Winter wheat has suffered injury from frost in 
Indiana and Missouri; in Illinois the crop is less 
promising than heretofore, and no improvement 
has been experienced in Kansas and Nebraska. 
More satisfactory reports are, however, received 
from Arkansas. Tennessee, and’ Michigan. Some 
tobacco has been planted in Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky; plants are small but p.etiful in Mary- 
land. 

The report for lilinois follows: 

lilinois—The outlook for a large fruit crop in 
most southern counties is still promising, but 
central and northern counties will scarcely re- 
cover from the freeze. Corn, potatoes, and gar- 
dens. where permanently injured, can yet be re- 
planted with sufficient time in the season still 
before the farmer to make a good crop if no 
later disaster develops. The catnhhont wheat 
growing counties (southeast) report wheat badly 
damaged by drought, chinch bugs, and the Hes- 
sith fly and many fields are being plowed for 
corn. 

In the northern section corn, potatoes, and veg- 
etables, grapes, cherries, and strawberries were 
barnly damaged or cut off entirely, with little 
prospect for anything to recover with the excep- 
tion of corn and potatoes. Replanting of corn 
is being done by many, but others find the root 
to be alive and growing again. Wheat, oats, and 
rye were not materially injured. Pastures and 
grass field are doing well and are in splendid 
condition, 

In tha central section the frost damage. while 
severe and extensive, was not so great as in north- 
orn counties. This is especially true of east and 
southeast counties, where many report but slight 
damage to fruit. Corn, potatoes,and gardens 
were gonerally cut down, and fruits materially 
injured; grapes, cherries, plums, strawberries, 
blackberries, and raspberries ali suifered. Ap- 
ples are droppingjquite heavily. Corn is grow- 
ing again, but some are replanting. Wheat, rye, 


. and oats were not materially injured, but wheat 


is beading very short and uneven. The Hessian 
fly, along witb the chinch bug, is reported doing 
much damage in southeast counties and a few 
central, and many fields are being plowed for 
corn. 

In the southern section, exceptin the extreme 
southern counties, considerable damage resulted 
from the frost. Corn, potatoes, sweet potatoes, 
meions, cucumbers, beans, and other tender veg- 
etables were aipped, and fruit was touched along 
the northern line of the southern tier: grapes 
quite badly, and apples, cherries, peaches, and 
plums suflicient to cause some dropping. A good 
genera! rain on the 14th and 15th etfectually re- 
lieved the dronght condition and greatly im- 
proved vegetation in general. Wheat is in poor 
condition from the work of the chinch bugs, the 
drought, and now the Hessian fly. This last pest 
is reported in large numberr in Richland, Wayne, 
Crawford, Johnson, Perry, Williamson, Clinton, 
and Clay Counties. Along the Ohio River more 
favorable reports are received and wheat there 
is in good condition. Oats and grasses are much 
improved by the late rains.

Levy Mayer and C. M. Sherman, and a few 
others made up the gathering.

“Now, therefore, be it resolved as follows: 

“First—The President and Secretary of

. they are hereby authorized and empowered 
(if they> deem proper) to, wind up and liqui- 
date the business and affairs of said company 
and for that purpose said President and Sec- 
retary of said company, acting under the di- 
rections of the Board of Directors thereof, 
may do the following: 

“A, Sell, transfer, convey, assign; set over, 
and deliver or bring about or consent in such 
litigation to the sale, transfer, conveyance, 
assignment, setting over, and delivery of ail 
or any part of the said property, assetg,fand 
effects of said company, and to do ery- 
thing necessary or proper for the purpose of 
carrying out the spirit and intent hereof, 
and for that purpose to execute and deliver 
any and all instruments of transfer and con- 
veyance necessary or proper in the premises. 

“B. To take proper steps to the end that 
the proceeds derived from any such sale or 
sales, after deducting all proper costs and ex- 
penses,shall be used, first, in the liquidation 
and payment of the liabilities of said com- 
pany; and, second, in the distribution, pro 
rata, share and share alike, among all the 
stockholders of said company, according to

Formed to Protect the Business by the 
Mills=Jobbers*® Orders Not Filled, 


Wire nails have gone up 20 percent. If 
jobbers are correct in their opinion prices are 
going still higher. The trade is refusing to 
sell large quantities. The manufacturers 
have withdrawn all quotations and are de- 
clining to accept orders of consequence for 
immediate delivery. The market has been 
lifted from a state of demoralization and 
elevated into a boom condition by the manu- 
facturers, who have struck hands and are 
about to reform their old pool, aided in so 
doing by the better times. 

The change has come within a month. In 
April wire nails, in sharp contrast to the ad- 
vancing tendencies manifested by many 
other products, were in a state of collapse. 
Two large jobbing houses in this city were 
engaged in selling them at ruinous prices. 
THE TRIBUNE printed an account of it,*giv- 
ing the reasons advanced to explain the ac- 
tions of the jobbers. One of these was that 
houses in Milwaukee and St. Paul had in- 
vaded the territory appropriated by one Chi- 
cago house, and that firm, to punish the in- 
terlopers, was slaughtering prices. This 
was denied, but at any rate the markets ev- 
erywhere felt the effect of the Chicago con- 
ditions, this city being one of the great dis- 
tributing points for the trade. Manufactur- 
ers were seriously considering shutting 


‘down. They held a meeting in this city and 


remonstrated with the two price-cutting 
jobbers, but to no effect. The manufactur- 
ers went home and it was given out that all 
semblance of an understanding between 
them had vanished and that each concern 
would tackle existing conditions alone. 

Suddenly all was changed. Three weeks 
ago the principal price cutter stopped selling 
at low rates, and in a day or two “ boosted ”’ 
up quotations. News runs rapidly through 
the jobbing trade, and other dealers quickly 
followed their example. On the heels of the 
first advance made came the story that the 
manufacturers were somelrow getting to- 
gether. Telegraphic orders to various mills 
elicited a substantial confirmation of it in 
the shape of replies that no quotations could 
be made. Last Wednesday the manufact- 
urers met in this city. Representatives of 
nearly every mill in the country were pres 
ent. They surrounded their proceedings, 
as usual, with secrecy and mystery, but its 
results leaked out, just as results have done 
from previous meetings, and the trade 
speedily knew that an agreement “ to pro- 
tect the business "’ had been virtually effect- 
ed. The “ gentleman’s agreement,”’ as the 
‘manufacturers term it, whose chief feature 
is the limitation of production, was revived 
ana its formal ratification left to a subse- 
quent meeting to be called, it is expected, 
within two or three weeks. 

Since the meeting prices have risen until 
yesterday they were quoted at figures which 
show an advance of 26 cents a keg over four 
weeks ago. The jobbers have no associa- 
tion, but as to quotations there sees to have 
been as much unanimity of action amonz 
them as among the manufacturers, whose 
agreement is said to cover production only. 
The mills have recalled all list prices ani 
quotations. They are declining to sell more 
than two or three cars for immediate deliv- 
ery. Telegrams to that effect were received 
again yesterday by large jobbers, who say 
there seems to be no possibility of getting 
any amount of nails save for future deliy- 
ery. The jobbers themselves are not amnx- 
ious to sell large supplies, although inquiry 
is active.

numerable Schemes, It Barricades Its 
Doors to Representatives of the Press= 
Fine Show of Secrecy Which Is Not Al. 
ways Kept— An Amendment to the 
Club’s Constitution as a Remedy. 


Many of its members feel that the present 
attitude of the Chicago Woman’s club 
toward the press is one of selfish ex- 
pediency. On one hand the club constantly 
seeks the support of newspapers in pushing 
innumerable philanthropies, and in turn 
fairly barricades its doors at all meetings, 
business and literary, to representatives of 
the press. On this score the constitution pro- 
vides: 

.* Noreport of the proceedings of the club shall 

| @ppear in print except by permission of the pre- 

vflicer of the meeting.reported; and mem- 

bers will be considered responsible for the ob- 
servance of this rule. 

The effect has been a fine show of secrecy 
andan unsatisfactory fulfillment ot the law. 
Inasmuch as the club is distinctively a work- 
ing organization whose avowed function is 
“united effort toward the higher civiliza- 

_ tion,” rhuch dissatisfaction has recently been 
expressed by many members over this incon- 
gruous clause in the constitution. . As a con- 
quence, this sentiment will find expression in 
an amendment, to be introduced today at the 
adjourned annual meeting, providing that 
press representatives shall be admitted to 
literary meetings, and from a press commit- 
tee appointed by the club receive informa- 
tion of business sessions. In order to secure 
views of club members on the proposed 
amendment this query was asked yesterday 
afternoon: **Doyou favor the present atti- 
tude of the club to the press?” Subjoined are 
the rejoinders: — 

Mrs. Merion Foster Washburne—The attitude 
of the Womun’s club to the press is illogical and 
absurd.’ Here is an organization of nearly 700 | 
members engaged in public work and trying to | 
keep its proceedings a secret. Even if it were an 
oath-bound organization with all the penalties 
of such a body it would not succeed in these days 
of journalistic enterprise in keepi its actions 
out of the yapers. As it is we now have reports 
that are ofteu necessarily inaccurate. 

Mrs. Mary R. Plummer—The present position 
of the club to the press is not in justice either to } 
the club or the press. I believe much of the pub- 
lic criticism of the club’s action on tre color 
question is the result of our secret attitude, thus 
making imperfect newspaper reports inevitable. 

Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson—To my mind 

* there is no reason why the press should not be 
admitted to meetings of the clubs. 

‘Mrs. Alice Asbury Abbott —-The attitude of the 
club towards the a arises from an entire mis- 
apprehension of the real character of the club.

— of a = ubdlic need be ignorant.
